GAINS OF A YEAR 


Finds Chicago Best Organized 
City, with Unions Doubled 
in Size in Twelve 

Months. 


HAVE 243,000 MEMBERS. 


Pay Increased by $9,500,000; 

Sympathetic Strike Is 

Now Practically 
Abolished. 


Organized labor in Chicago balanced its 
books yesterday, cast up the results of a 
year’s energy, successes and failures, and 
found this result: | 

“ Chicago, the best organized city of the 
world.”’ 

The balancing of books found these fur- 
ther more definite facts: 

Within a year, beginning with the start of 
September last (the new year’s day of the 
labor world), the ranks have been more than 
doubled. Whereas then the rolls of union 
labor comprised 120,000 names, now there are 
enrolled 243,000 working men and women. 

A year ago the 120,000 members of unions, 
as well as all others who toil, faced a great 
increase in the gost of living, the companion 
piece of a prosperous era. The ledger of 
union labor yesterday showed that in the 
year the aggregate annua] wage increase in 
Chicago has been $9,500,000. 


Marks an Industrial Epoch. 

It has been an epoch year in industrial his- 
tory. Aside from the startling facts set forth 
above, the twelvemonth has been made 
memorable. In it has come the practical 
abolition of the sympathetic strike—not now 
necessary save in isolated cases. 

Moreover—on the credit side of the labor 
ledger—stands the establishmentof the nine 
hour day as the maximum a man, in most 
employments, should work to do justice to 
himself and his employer. | 


Employer Takes a Hand. 

While this material advancement of the 
trade union movement has been the subject 
of exuberant congratulation among labor 
leaders, it has also brought about a new in- 
dustrial condition, which they do not wel- 
come. It has forced the employers to form 
a central body that is powerful and ag- 
gressive. This has entered the field with 
unlimited capital, spread into every branch 
of industry, and is ready to check any un- 
reasonable demands that labor may make. 

Three basic principles have been adopted 
and put into effect by thia combination of 
employers: 

The development of the lockout as’the most ef- 
fectual way of breaking a strike. 

The establishment of a moral obligation to see 
that nonunion mer may work for whom or where 
they please—in other terms, *‘ the open shop.”’ 

The right ta,appeal to the courts as the proper 
authorities to provide a remedy for industria) dis- 
turbances. 

Employers Unite in Defense. 

While labor was on the high tide of success 
early last fall the merchants and manufac- 
turers started secretly to enforce these prin- 
ciples. Through an association, of which 
Frederick W. Job is secretary, they notified 
every employer that he would be supported 
in a fight to maintain them. Labor knew 
nothing of the move until it was too late to 
stop it. 


fought. Wherever they struck they found 
themselves opposed by a united opposition. 
They discovered that no place of employ- 
ment was open to them save the plant they 
had left, and one by one they bowed to the 
employers’ rules. But two unions were able 
to opnose the new rules, and they gained 
their point because their wage and hour 
demands were just. 
Courts as a Factor. 

While this conflict was going on at the fac- 
tories and stores some of the business men, 
led by James A. Miller, a sheet metal con- 
tractor, and his attorney, A. C. Allen, con- 
ceived the idea of carrying labor contro- 
versies into the courts. The use of the in- 
junction was known to them, but they put 
it into more effective application and added 
to it the damage suit—at present the trade 
union's bugaboo.”’ 

Quick to realize» what the appeal to the 
courts may mean, the officers of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor two months ago started 
to raise a defense fund, hire good attorneys, 
and fight the legal battles as bitterly as 
they have waged strikes. Out of this action 
it is expected will come a revolition in the 
policy of labor, and the possible transfer of 
disputes from the picket line about the fac- 
tories to the courtroom. 


Passing of Sympathetic Strike. 
But the development of the year that has 


employé has been the abolishment of the sym- 
pathetic strike in the building and teaming 
industries—the two most important in the 
city. The unions engaged in construction 
work were forced to give up their favorite 
weapon of war, while the teamsters did so 
of their own volition. ; 
Not to be outdone in the Improvement of 
conditions, the meta] manufacturers and the 
men at their forges and lathes got together 
under the auspices of the Chicago Metal 
Trades association and formed a combina- 
tion. along new lines. The cardinal princi- 
pals they have adopted are conciliation and 
arbitration, no discrimination, and the ‘‘open 
shop,” a fair increase in wages, and no limi- 
tation of output, 


Wise Leaders Welcome Change. 

Generally speaking, the leaders of the real 
strength of labor-—the old, conservative 
unions—have accepted the new conditions 
with alacrity and predict that they will bring 
an end to the present industrial discontent 
and take from Chicago the stigma which 
constant strikes and lockouts have placed 
cnit. In this they are supported by business 
men who are in touch with the local situa- 
tion. 
When the hosts of labor gather on Sept. 7 
‘or their long annual procession or meet in 
the picnic grounds of the city these move- 
ments, which in reality are making their 
conditions better, will be forgotten. The in- 
crease in membership, the shortening of 
hours, and lifting of wages will be the themes 
of discussion. 
To a great extent the growth of the move- 
ment and its solidification are due to one 
man—John J. Fitzpatrick, a horseshoer by 
trade. On last Labor day he marched in the 
procession as an Officer of his local. Two 
weeks later he was in control of the organi- 
zation of the workers of Chicago and person- 
ally brought over 85,000 men, women, and 
ehiidren into the labor movement within six

MODEL AIRSHIP FLIES 


Successful Test Made of Experi- 
ment by Emil Berliner. 


ROCKETS FOR PROPULSION. 


Flight of Birds Imitated—Full Sized 
Machine on Stocks, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 
Emil Berliner, the inventor of the telephone 
transmitter, has constructed and success- 
fully tested a fiying machine, built on the 
principles of the aeroplane, which will enable 
human beings to fly through the air, accord- 
ing to the expectations of this distinguished 
scientist and inventor. A small model was 
successfully tested recently in the suburbs 
by the inventor's son. 

‘The machine is simple in construction. It 
has no extra starting device, and no power is 
used except that generated by the machine 
itself. The model with which the test was 
made lifted itself and sustained a steady 
flight until its power was exhausted, when it 
descended, uninjured, to the ground. Its 
performance has been sufficient to warrant 
the inventor to assume that its development 
will enable men to fly through the air with 
the aid of two wings, each five by twelve feet 
in size, and a small propellor driven by foot 
or machine power.

Wheels are attached to facilitate the ob- 
taining of the initial speed on any fairly 
smooth surface. | 


Imitates Birds’ Flight. 


In Berliner’s opinion’ fiying machines 
should then be possible by making a struc- 
ture which, when moved forward horizonta!- 
ly, would produce a current of compressed 
air with a tail surface for lifting the struc- 
ture and combined with these a sufficiently 
light motor, moving the whole rapidly for- 
ward. He believes that with Increased speed 
the best performance of birds, which is fiy- 
ing with two pounds of weight for every 
square foot of horizontal area, will be con- 
siderably surpassed. If this should become 
true, before long people should fly around 
like birds, because two wings, each 5x12 
feet, would then carry a person of average 
weight. 

The tail will receive careful study. Ber- 
liner believes it should consist of overlap- 
ping steel blades and be capable of being

The rebellion in Albania’ was scarcely 
crushed when on Apri! 30 Europe.was startled 
by events at Salonica. The Ottoman bank 
was destroyed by dynamite and simul- 
taneously there were fifty other explosions in 
different parts of the city: 
The dynamit>. outrages were Intended by 
the Macedonians to arouse the attention of 
Europe to their demands on Turkey: But the 
results were disastrous only to themselves. 
A massacre by Turkish soldiers followed and 
400 Macedonians were killed fn the streets, 


The Salonica outrage was followed by spo- 
radic outbursts of fighting in .Macedonia. 
Turks killed Macedonians and the Macedo- 
nians massacred the Turks whenever favor- 
able opportunities presented; but still there 
Was no concerted Macedonian movement. 


On Aug. 6. however, the long expected 
Macedonian uprising began. Boros Sarafoff, 
once a Bulgarian officer and trained in mili- 
tary science, took the fleld at the head of a 
force of insurgents estimated at from 10,000 


he vilayet of Mo- 


nastir, 150 miles-south of the Bulgarian fron- 
tier. The first blow fell at Krushevo, twen- 
ty-three miles north of the city of Monastir. 
The Bulgarians, 4,000 in number, blew up 
the governor's palace and killed fifty Turks. 
Surrounding villages were burned and their 
Mussulman inhabitants put to‘death. 

Turkey rushed eight battalions of troops 
to Monastir and laid siege to Krushevo. 

From Aug. 6 the revolt in ‘Macedonia 
spread like flames in a dead forest. On Aug. 
7 the situation was complicated by the mur- 
der of the Russian consul at Monastir. 


The powers gave Turkey a free hand in 
crushing the revolt. The sultan sent 100,000 
troops into Macedonia. .The revolt took in 
the entire vilayet of Monastir. The insur- 
gents cut telegraph wires in every direction, 
destroyed railroad . bridges, blew up trains, 
burned villages, massacred unarmed Turks, 
ambushed and killed detached parties of 
Turkish soldiers. 

The powers stood by watching the efforts 
of. Turkey to suppress the uprising. The 
sultan gave his soldiers’ unbridled license. 
No longer fearing the powers, he turned loose 
the dreaded bashi-bazouks upon the Chris- 
tians. Anarchy reigned supreme throughout 
the length and breadth of the vilayet of Mon- 
astir. Christians -murdered’ Mussulmans, 
and Mussulmans massacred Christians. ‘No 
one was spared by the bashi-bazouks, who 
killed women and children as well as men, 
and stories of horrible atrocities were freely 
circulated from Sofia, all being promptly 
denied from Constantinople. 1 


The murder of the Russian consul at Mon- 
astir threatened to bring in European inter- 
vention. Russia made prompt demands for 
reparation and ordered a. squadron to Turkish 
waters. Italy and England, alarmed at Rus- 
sia’s independent move, ordered their squad- 
rons to Salonica; but an exchange of views 

tween the powers resulted in an agree- 
ion and Italy and England recalled their 

eets.. 

The Russian fleet anchored off the Turkish 
coast, sixty miles above the mouth of the 
Bosporous. The sultan made haste to com- 
ply with the Russian demands and twenty- 
four hours Jater the czar's warships were 
withdrawn. ~ 

On Aug. 24 the Macedonian revolutionary 
committee at Sofia issued a circular to the 
powers declaring that the Turks had burned 
seventy. Bulgarian villages and massacrea 
all the inhabitants—men, women, and chil- 
dren. 

At Krushevo the mutilated corpses of 
ninety women and children were found in one 
building; pieces of the bodies had been 
thrown into the street. Fifteen of the prin- 
cipal merchants of the town were killed and 
their heads exhibited on poles in Monastir. 
The churches were demolished, the houses 
‘sacked, and the town is now in a heap of 
ashes. The populace fled to the hills, wnere 
they are in a starving condition.

GERMAN PARTY HOPES TO WIN 
POWER IN GOVERNMENT. 


By Sacrifice of Their Enmity for Roy- 
alty They Expect to Gain Their 
Point and Gradually Work into 
High Offices—Herr Bebel Is Hissed 


Feeling Is Shown by Two Factions— 
Convention Next Month. 


BERLIN, Aug. 29.—The socialists are like- 
ly to abandon their traditional opposition to 
the government and seek control of the 
reichstag at the sacrifice of their enmity to 
royalty. 

They have begun a campaign to secure the 
election of a socialist as first vice president 
of the reichstag, declaring they must take 
steps to take part in a government which 
they will soon control. 

Herr Bebel, the indisputed leader of the 
socialists, was hissed this week at a social- 
ist convention for opposing the new program. 

The incident indicates the intensity of the 
factional struggle which is going on in the 
socialist party during the period of its great- 
est triumph, and whichwill be fought out in 
the party’s national convention at Dresden 
in September. 

Bebel Refuses to Crawl. 

Herr Bernstein has announced that it 
would be a good party stroke to demand the 
office of first vice president of the reichstag, 
instead of accepting a lower vice presi- 
dency, the socialists being the next most 
numerous body to the.center party. 

Herren Bebel and Singer, however, said 
no, since a vice presidency of the reichstag 
would involve a compromise with the mon- 
archy and it would be necessary for a social- 
ist holding office to wait on the sovereign and 
congratulate him on the new yéar and other 
oecasions, ““to crawl on his stomach before 
the representative of unjust institutions.” 

They added that the vice presidency would 
also involve compromises-with other parties, 
entail responsibilities outside the socialist 
sphere, and limit the weapons and resources 
of the opposition. 

Herr Bernstein is joined in his stand by 
the aristocrat, Yon Vollmar, and the able 
writer, Davif, who affirm it is time the party 
grasped some df the agencies of government 
and prepared for the day it will take over 
the whole of them, adding that responsibili- 
ties should be sought for, not evaded. 


Not Afraid of Royalty. 

They claim that a socialist in. the presence 
of the sovereign need only act as a gentleman 
without modifying his opinions. 

Behind the vice presidency question are 
two tendencies, to be either a great, liberal 
party, postponing insistence on its theoretical 
views of government until conditions ripen, 
or standing by socialist principles.

BERLIN, Aug. 29.—The German south pole 
expedition, which sailed from Kiel on the 
steamship Gauss, on Aug. 11, 1901, under the 
leadership of Prof. Ehrich von Drygalski, has 
arrived at the island of St. Helena. In an 
article published in the magazine, Globus, 
Prof. H. Singer of the university of Prague 
asserts that the expedition has been a failure 
and has given the public no further knowl- 
edge than it béfore possessed regarding the 
antarctic regions. Prof. Singer criticises the 
action of Prof. Drygalski in changing the 
name of Termination island, discovered by 
the American explorer, Wilkes, sixty-three 
years. ago, and says that Von Drygalski’s 
statement that the land said to have been dis- 
covered by Wilkes does not exist has not been 


proved.

RAIDS BREAK 


GAMBLERS’ TRUST: 


Combine Finds Present Fight 
Too Much and Members 
Seek Cover. 


POLICE TAKE THE FIELD. 


Chief O'Neill Also Issues New 
Order to Close Saldons at 
Midnight. 


The end of the so-called “ gamblers’ trust ” 
yesterday. Harry Perry, Charley 
Smith, White, and Tom McGinnis 
paid off their handbook makers, settled out- 
gsianding accounts, and said that their busi- 
ness alliance was atanend. They denied it 
ever had resembled a trust and blamed James 
O'Leary for giving it that name. 

The dissolution, however, scarcely had an 
gfect on the general war of the gamblers. 
The constables of the McWhorter-Holland 
gombination continued their raids. O'Leary 

n deciared himself an object of attack. 

And for a climax Chief O'Neill issued a gen- 

_ gral police order for raids against the places 

gonducted by members of all the factions, 

the chief admitting that the work was too 

heavy for his gambling detail. The result 

was to rid the city, for one night at least, of 
even the scattered handbooks. 


Mont Tennes Raided Again. 

Among the raids Made by constables was a 
gecond one against Mont Tennes, 123 North 
Clark street. The same alleged handbook 
operators, A. J. Jackson and J. Walsh, who 
were arrested there on Friday, were taken 
gnto custody once more. Chief O’Neill, when 
he heard of the instance, declared it showed 
the inefficiency of raids of this sort in stop- 
ping gambling. The men were taken before 
Justice Lee, and released on $500 bonds 
signed by George M. Murray, after their 
eases had been set for Monday morning. 

Tennes’ clearing house at 823 Hamilton 
pourt also was raided for the secona con- 
secutive day. The men taken into custody 
were C. H. Robinson, John W. Rachell, and 
Charlies Hanson. 


Justice Lee handbook men whoa gave their 
pames as Albert Strauss, Quincy and Market 
streets, and Louis M. Cohn, 226 La Salle 
street. M. D. Maixall signed their bonds and 
the hearing was set for Sept. 4. 

In stating that the combination to which he 
bad belonged had dissolved. “‘ Bud’’ White 
d@enied that it ever had fought O’Leary. The 
general raids, he admitted; had led to the 
separation. 

White Explains End of Combine. 

“The present situation in Chicago,” ex- 
plained White, “may be due to the demand 
ofone body of gamblers that O'Leary divide 
some of his business with them. No such 
demand, however, ever was made by Smith 
& Perry, Mr. McGinnis, myself, or any one 
representing us. We had enough business. 
We perhaps were getting too much of it to 
suit Mr. O'Leary. We did not even ask him 
to let us alone. We were satisfied to take 
the chances of competition. We instigated 


no raids, we have no constables working for. 


us, we have had nothing to do with this fight, 
which has been between O’ILeary and the 
McWhorter-Holiand crowd. If Mr. O’Leary 
blames us he is mistaken. 

“We have, of course, been victims of the 
@isturbance. Our places are all closed, and 
last night we agreed on a formal division of 
business interests. Henceforth we are indi- 

fvyiduals, with the exception of Mr. Smith and 


Mr. Perry, who form one firm. We are pay- 


ing off our men today. 
.* The outcome of this ought to be the exile 


"of all handbooks from Chicago. I would like 


to see that myself. The police department 
ought to seize the moment to bring it about. 
If Mayor Harrison were in town I think he 
would actin a hurry.” 

White did not explain his last remark. 


New Midnight Closing Order. 

Chief O'Neill, however, was acting without 
atry impetus from the absent mayor. He 
sent out an order to clean out all hand books 
and arrest the operators. Hitherto the 
gambling detail has been intrusted entirely 
with the enforcement of the law. It was an- 
nounced yesterday that an order had been 
issued for the strict enforcement of the mid- 
night closing ordinance in the downtown and 
other districts. No such order was enforced, 
however. 

“The war,” said the chief. “is digging up 
some new evidence for us. We will use all of 
it. and are glad to get it. Iam frank to say, 
however, that I look for no lasting good out 
of the agitation. When the cases of the ar- 
rested men come up in court they will es- 
cape on technical grounds. The only way to 
secure a conviction is to get the betting 
sheets, and evidence that certain men made 
wagers. The constables who have been 
making these raids have not done this.” 

The chief during the afternoon renewed his 
offer to State’s Attorney Deneen to give him 
as many members of the police force as he 
desired to be used in getting evidence 
against gamblers. 

“The police are doing everything they can 
to round up the gamblers,”’ said Acting

WOMAN TOILER GONE—LAKE MAY 
HIDE HER BODY. 


Lydia Marie Rood, with Whom Fate 
Alwayn Dealt Harshly, Gives Small 


Suicide—Family, 
All Lost—Loved Little Ones, Yet Boy 
Gave Blow That Crushed Her. 


By a disappearance which is believed to 
mean death in the lake, Lydia Marie Rood, 
candy seller, has rounded out an existence 
of thirty-three years, during which fate 
dealt harshly with her and made her prema- 
turely old. 


apap It took her money, her health, and, 
© a degree, her mind, and now, it is su 
posed, has led her to her death. 8 

Always a lover of children, Miss Rood’s 
last act ‘was to call a group of youngsters 
into her confectionery store, 2481 Calumet 
avenue, and invite them to carry away her 
little stock of candy. Then she hurried to- 
ward the lake, and the police of the Cottage 
Grove avenué station are confident that she 
has drowned herself. Her devotion to chil- 
dren was the one bright spot in the life of a 
p@or, lonely woman, and when she pis told 
that the mother objected to the ki esses 
she had laVished on a small boy who bore 
a fancied resemblance to her dead brother 
she saw no other remedy but suicide. 


Life One Long Tragedy. 


The story of Lydia Rood's life is more than 
Pathetic. It is tragical. When she was born 
in Minneapolis thirty-three years ago her 
father was a wealthy farmer. She had two 
brothers, the younger of whom was her fa- 
vorite. He died young and the elder broth- 
er, seized with an ambition to see the world, 
ran aw from home. She has never seen 
him since, nor has she heard from her father, 
who lost his reason because of his son’s act 
and disappeared. Her mother never recov- 
ered from that blow and died a few years 
later. Lydia, then a girl in her early teens, 
went to live with the parents of the mother. 
Her grandfather dying left the grandmother 
in straitened circumstances. The little for- 


tied up in the courts and for the first time she 
was compelled to face poverty. 

Want killed the aged woman, and at the 
age of 18 Miss Rood was left alone in the 
world with a living to make. After many 
struggles she welcomed an opportunity to go 
into the pine woods as cook of a lumber camp. 
Here she remained several years, but the life 
was hard, and one spring she was brought 
out, as it was supposed, dying. In the city 
hospital in Minneapolis her condition im- 
proved and she eventually recovered. 


Struggle of Life Too Hard. 


Again she was face to face with the prop- 
ositiog of making a living, and she went to 
Milwaukee, where she was given employ- 
ment as cook in a family. This place she 
lost, and she drifted into a cheap boarding 
house. Her mind had become affected by the 
experience in the lumber camp, and her 
mental condition grew worse. In Milwau- 
kee she met an insurance agent who per- 
suaded her to take out a policy on her life 
for $1,000. The premium amounted to a trifle 
over $53 a year, and as her earning capacity 
was at no time more than $20 a month the 
— of keeping up the payments worried 
er. 

Miss Rood came to Chicago in February of 
this year, and after a month secured work 
through an employment agency in the kitch- 
en of the Hahnemann hospital. After two 
months she le.t to become cook at the Lake- 
side hospital, but she had grown premature- 
ly old and was unable to fulfil! her duties. 
She was discharged, and with $20 opened a 
small confectionery store at 2431 Calumet 
avenue. 

The children in the neighborhood grew 
fond of her, but their elders looked on the 
woman with suspicion. She lived in the most 
abject poverty, and, having few clothes, 
was never able to leave her little store. In 
Ervin Millar, 2447 Cottage Grove avenue, 
she thought she saw a resemblance to the 
brother she lost in Minnesota, and she kept 
him with her much of the time. ’ 


Child Gives Final Blow. 


One of the other children of the neighbor- 
hood told Miss Rood that Mrs. Millar had 
asked the police to arrest her for trying to 
steal the child. She believed the story, and 
it was the final blow of fate. On Monday she 
called all the children of the neighborhood 
to her store and told them to carry away the 
candy. Then with the statement that she 
was going to drown herself, she hurried 
toward the lake. 

Detectives Stark and Conway, who have in- 
vestigated the case, are confident that the 
woman carried out her threat of suicide. 
Except for the brother and her father, who 
disappeared years ago and who may possibly 
still be alive, it is not believed that the 
woman has any relatives.

NEW YORK METROPOLITAN CON- 
TROL TAKEN BY SYNDICATE. 


Two Reports Current Concerning the 
Transaction—One Declares Stand- 
ard Oil Interests Predominate and 
Other That Entirely Different Fi- 

 manciers Are Behind Purchase—En- 
| tire System of Greater City Is Ab- 
sorbed. 


New York, Aug. -29.—[Special.]—A syndi- 
cate composed of William C. Whitney, Thom- 
as F. Ryan, P. A. B. Widener, and Thomas 
Dolan has purchased from Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
the entire interest of the Metropolitan Secur- 
ities company, which is the holding com- 
pany for all the Metropolitan street railway 
properties. 

In connection with this sale it is both as- 
serted and denied that the Standard Oil peo- 
ple are largélyinterested. 

“On good authority it is asserted that the 
deal was carried through by the Standard 
Oil bank on Broadway, and it is believed to 
be the preparatory step in the much hinted 
amalgamation of all surface and under- 
ground railroads in the city with the gas and 


electric companfes. 
Alleged Plan of Oil Trust. 


This is supposed to have been the original 
purpose of the Metropolitan Securities com- 
pany, whose aim always has been something 
of a mystery. 

In the deal just completed, it is also said, 
the Standard Oil capital becomes a new and 
significant factor in the situation. The K/cke- 
fellers are the largest holders of stock of the 
Consolidated Gas company. This corpora- 
tion in turn holds a majority of the interest 
of the New York Edison company, the chief 
provider of electric power in the borough of 
Manhattan. 

The price at which the Metropolitan Securi- 
ties stock has just been taken over is said to 
have been several points,above the market 
price. It is now selling at 78, and has been 
down to 70% and as high as 128". 


Insurance Companies Interested. 


Other reports declare the Standard Oil has 
no interest in the deal and that the Whitney- 
Ryan group of capitalists lately identified 
themselves with the Mutual Life and Equi- 
table Life Insurance companies so that be- 
tween them they control one of the greatest 
banks in this country. This bank, which will 
be known as the National Bank of Com- 
merce when the present scheme is carried 
out, will have a capital of $25,000,000 and a 
surplus of $10,000,000. 

The Mutual Life insurance interests now 
are largely interested in traction systems not 
only in this city but in Brooklyn. In the 
Metropolitan Securities company it had three 
representatives on the board of directors and 
also is largely interested in the Interborough 
Street railway company, of which August 
Belmont is the active financial head. In 
these two companies the Equitable Life As- 
surance society has also representatives. 


New Syndicate Is Rich. 


Therefore it is belleved the syndicate which 
bought from Kuhn, Loeb & Co. is composed 
not only of Whitney and Ryan but also of 


panies. Between these two important’syn- 
dicates it is believed the control of the street 
railway system of the city will be held. One 
of their representatives said the combined 
resources of these two institutions, through 
their banks and trust companies, controlled 
$1,000,000,000 of credit and banking resources. 
Therefore it can be seen the financing of the 
new Metropolitan deal could be easily car- 
ried out with such a syndicate. ; 


TROLLEY CARS JUMP TRACK

WARNS LOUIS COMBINE 


SUIT FILED AGAINST RAILWAY 
TERMINAL MONOPOLY, 


Missouri Attorney General Institutes 


Proceedings to Annul Charters of | 


Companies Which Now Hold All En- 
trance and Egress to the City—Con- 
spiracy in Restraint of Trade Is Al- 
leged—History of Big Scheme to Be 
Revealed. 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 29.—[Special.]—The 
terminal combine, which controls all the 
ruads in and out of St. Louis, has been 
charged by Attorney General Crow with con- 
spiracy in a quo warranto suit before the 
Supreme court of the state asking the cancel- 
lation of the charters of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Bridge and Terminal railway, the 
Wiggins Ferry company, and the St. Louis 
Terminal Railroad association. 

The aggregate wealth of the railroad com- 
panies composing the terminal combine and 
holding therein joint proprietary interests is 
computed at $300,000,000. 

Availing himself of the authority.granted 
by the state constitution, the attorney gen- 
eral has demanded that the issues involved be 
tried before a jury. It is thus incumbent on 
the Supreme court to delegate one of the cir- 
cuit judges of the state to conduct the hear- 


ing. 
May Summon J. P. Morgan. 

The officials of every corporation embraced 
in the membership of the termina] companies 
will be cited as witnesses. If service can be 
secured the deposition of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan will be taken in connection with the cir- 
cular letter issued by.his firm advertising the 
sale of $50,000,000 of terminal bonds. This 
document set forth that the terminal associa- 
tion and its constituent companies have a 
monopoly on St. Louis freight traffic crossing 
the Mississippi river, controlling ‘“ every 
available St. Louis entrance, both for Incom- 
ing and outgoing freight.”” The companies 
whose consolidation led to the present termi- 
nal combine are set forth tn the petition as 
follows: The St. Louis Bridge company, the 
Tunnel Railroad of St. Louis, the Union Rail- 
way and Transit and Terminal association of 
St. Louis, the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge 
railway company, and the Wiggins Ferry 
company. 

The attorney general is satisfied that he 
can show the whole scheme was prearranged. 


- Secured by Gould Interests. 

It will be the purpose of the attorney gen- 
eral to show that immediately after the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal railway company, whose 
promoters promised commercial salvation 
to St. Louis, was organized the Gould 
interests secured possession of almost the 
entire issue of stock and guaranteed pay- 
ment of all bonds. It was impossible at any - 
time for an outsider to buy stock. He says 
he will also show that the Merchants’ bridge 
was built purely as a money making enter- 
prise in behalf of the Gould interests. 

Traffic at St. Louis has been in the grasp 
of a monopoly ever since the Eads bridge 
was built in 1874, except for the three years 
and six months during which the Merchants’ 
bridge was an independent concern. 

Jay Gould was the moving spirit in the 
formation of the present monopoly, including 
both bridges. He had to deal chiefly with 
D. R. Francis, now president of the fair 
company; Seth W. Cobb, C. C. Rainwater, 
John Whittaker, John R. Holmes, John D. 
Perry, and John M. Gilmore, who were the 
representatives of the Merchants’ exchange 
in promoting the Merchants’ bridge. 


DEPUTIES RAID BOX OFFICE: 
EXCITE CROWD AT DEARBORN. 


Actress’ Disputed Claim for Salary Re- 
sults in Struggle at Theater Entrance 
—Compromise Agreed On. 


Four deputy sheriffs, armed with a writ of 
attachment, raided the box office of the 
Dearborn theater yesterday afternoon just 
as the crowd was entering. Their capture of 
the box office caused great excitement and 
for fifteen minutes the crowd eddied and 
swayed through the lobby, while the deputies 
stopped the stream of money at the ticket , 
windows until they had secured satisfaction.

GALE STOPS YACHT BACB 


CUP CONTEST IS POSTPONED 
UNTIL TOMORROW. 


First Time This Has Been Done in His- 
tory of Trophy—Wind 28 Miles an 
Hour and Sea Heavy—Feared to 
Take Huge Racing Machines Out— 
London Sportsman Wants Match 
with Changed Crews and Pledges 
Expenses, 


New York, Aug. 29.—[(Special.]—For the 
first time in the history of the America cup 
contest a race has been postponed because 
of too much wind. Today the third of the 
present series of races was to have been 
sailed. Following the futile attempt of 
Thursday, when there was not enough wind 
to complete the race within the time limit, 
it was earnestly hoped by yachtsmen that 
today’s contest would be decisive and the 
series completed. 

This morning the wind blew at the rate of 
twenty-eight miles an hour and the sea out- 
side the hook was heavy. A meeting was 
held at the yacht club at 7 o'clock and it was 
agreed to call the race off for the day lest 
the big racing machines, heavily oversparred, 
with hulls as thin as cardboard, should be 
seriously damaged if not sunk. 

The next race will be held on Monday. It 
was also decided to hold the races every day 


‘thereafter until the international contest 


is decided. Now that Sir Thomas las openly 
expressed himself upon the abilities of both 
boats and acknowledged himself defeated, it 
is thought advisable by many of the mem- 
bers of the club that thre series be completed 
48 SOON as possible. 

Race with Changed Crews Not Likely. 

Sir Thomas Lipton today received a cable 
dispatch offering to guarantee the expense 
if he would arrange a series of five races be- 
tween Reliance and Shamrock IIL. with the 
crews exchanged. It is thought thatitis not 
probable that Sir Thomas will make a sug- 
gestion of this kind to the managing owner 
of Reliance. Reliance was built for a cer- 
tain object, and when that is attained ita 
work for the present season at least will 
be done. The managing owner will not-race 
the yacht after the present task is finished, 
it is said. Again the Now York Yacht club 
would have no hand in such a match, and 
ii is not likely the suggested experiment 
would find favor in the eyes of the skipper 
and crew. They might not show to the 
greatest advantage on the challenger and 
hence do not care to risk the excellent repu- 
tation they now have trying to sall a strange 
boat. 

Popular Testimonial for Lipton. 


A committee, with the Western National 
bank of New York City as treasurer, is be- 
ing formed for the purpose of raising a popu- 
lar subscription with which to secure a testi- 
monial to Sir Thomas Lipton. A silver service 
for his yacht Erin has been suggested, and ‘t 
is proposed that alljetters accompanying sub- 
scriptions be bound and presented with the 
testimonal. The plan is to have the subscrip- 
tions in small amounts, so that It may become 
a popular movement. Gen. Joseph Wheeler, 
to represent the south, and Senator Kearns 
of Utah, to represent the far west, already 
have been selected as members of the com- 
mittee. Col. Henry Watterson will be asked 
to act as a representative of the middle west, 
and Timothy D. Woodruff and Lindsay Rus- 
sell as representatives of theeast.

WAR GAME 18 CONDEMNED 


FARCICAL AND COSTLY, SAYS UNI- 
VERSAL PEACE UNION. 


Resolutions or “Convictions” Adopted 
at Session at Mystic, Conn., Ask That 
Principles of Arbitration Be Taught 
in Schools—Increase in Army and 
Navy, Building of Battleships for 
Foreigners, and Sale of Firearms 
Viewed with Alarm, 


Mystic, Conn., Aug. 29.—[Special.]—The 
mimic war game between the army and navy, 
which has just been completed off the coast 
of Maine, is condemned as being farcical and 
expensive in resolutions adopted by the Uni- 
versal Peace union at its closing session 


today. 

The criticism of the maneuvers which the 
government officials intended as a school of 
war is contained in what are termed “ con- 
victions.”” The preambie says that with all 


the encouragement on the demand for peace 


“we are still confronted with obligations 
resting upon peace societigs and all advo- 
cates of peace to remove the causes and 
abolish the custom of war.” 

The resolutions set forth that the duty of 
the hour is to overcomie all conditions that 
make war possible By teaching the principles 
of peace and arbitration in schools and uni- 
versities, by practicing them in every day life, 
and by multiplying courts of arbitration. The 
increase of the army and navy, the building 
of battleships for Turkey and other foreign 
governments, with all the improvements of 
American genius, the war game, and the un- 
restricted sale of firearms are viewed with 
alarm. Lynching is declared to be a mon- 
strous peace breaker, and state and national 
legisiation looking to its suppression is de- 
manded, .

Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 29.—[{Special. 
Caleb Powers, a former secretary of state 
of Kentucky, was today sentenced to b@ 
hanged for complicity in the murder of Gov. 
William Goebel, Jan. 30, 1900. The court 
pronounced sentence this afternoon and de- 
nied the motion for the new trial. An appeal 
will be taken, however, and the case may gO 
to the United States Supreme court. 

Three times has Powers been on trial for 
this crime and three times has he been found 
guilty, only tn the two former trials: he was 
given a life sentence in the penitentiary. 
He has been in the penitentiary for thres 
years while he has been battling for hip - 
liberty. | 

‘The jury, which wernt out yesterday, came 
in with its verdict at 11:20 o'clock today. 
“Guilty, and the punishment of death,” was 
the report of the foreman. Several hundred 
people had crowded the courtroom and the 
most intense silence prevailed. The jury was 
polled, and each man declared the verdiet 
of guilt to be his finding. 

’ When Powers secured his former new trials 

a majority of the judges in the pellate 
court were fepublicans, but it is now cGolie 
posed of democratic judges. 


Plea to Jury Unavailing. 

The last trial was distinguished by the fact 
that Powers addressed the jury in his own be- 
half, and in a long review of the case showed 
himself to be a competent attorney, while his 
eloquence in pleading for ¢is life astounded 
those who had watched him carefully in the 
past trials of the case. e 

The death penalty for Caleb Powers comes 
at the end of one of the most exciting periods 
of Kentucky's history. More than three 


years have passed since Gov. Goebel was . 


assassinated by a shot fired from the state 
capitol, but the same strong feeling still 
exists that almost threw Kentucky into @ 
state of anarchy.

Affiliating associations of all kinds and 
sizes in the various trades and industries are 
grouped under the banner of the association 
and are loyal to the cardinal principles of the 
open shop, no sympathy strike, no limitation 
of output, and the enforcement of the law 

These principles have time and again Feen 
indorsed by the findings of the courts 
throughout the United States, and by organi- 
zations and associations, whether formed for 
purposes of considering industrial troubles or 
to promote business interests. 

Confirmation of the adoption of the open 
shop principle was furnished our association 
by the now celebrated decision of the anthra- 
cite coal commission and lately by the 
declaration of President Roosevelt. 

One of the most important phases of the 
work of the association has been the sup- 
port and assistance rendered to similar or- 
ganizations in smaller cities throughout the 
country. The initiative work of organizing 
such associations has been supplemented by 
moral support, which has resulted in re- 
ducing to a minimum if not ending labor 
troubles. 

An interesting feature of the work is the 
stimulus it has proven to the intellect gnd 
imagination of the employers, who are evolv- 
ing plans for preventing or checking th@un- 
restful conditions in the world of labor

Organized labor is stronger today, numeri- 
cally and financially, that it has ever been 
before. Its growth in Chicago has been phe- 
nomenal, and I firmly believe healthy and 
enduring. The city is better organized than 


any other in the country and much of the 


work has been done since last Labor day. 
Men and women who a year ago knew noth- 
ing of the trade union movement are now en- 
thusiastic members, ready and willing to 
spread the cause. 

While organized labor has improved, I ques- 
tion whether it has succeeded in making 
working conditions all that could be desired. 
It has done much fo better the surroungings 
of its members) but in reality only a start 
has been made. Wages have been increased 
and hours shortened, but the goal we are 
striving for is far in the distance. 

During the last year capital has organized, 
but the stable, rignteous and worthy branches 
of the trade unfon movement have nothing 
to fear from this development. Labor has 
demonstrated in the last six months that it 
is ready to be held responsible for its acts. 
It has shbwn, through the defense committee 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor, that it 
does not dread the courts nor their decisions. 

Take the last year as a whole and the 
laboring men and women have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves on thé results it has 
brought forth. They have themselves and 
the general public to thank for the fact that 


they will no longer remain quiet and content- |) 


ed under conditions that are abhorrent to 
them and detrimental to their welfare. They 
have laid the foundations, during the last 
year, for a growth surpassing even that of 
the present epoch.

Unions Gain 123,000 in Year. 

With the enthusiasm that followed this 
campaign of Fitzpatrick came a wave of or- 
ganization among the old and firmly estab- 
lished’ unions. Their membership has prac- 
tically doubled in some instances, and not a 
union in Chicago but has grown at least 25 
per cent in the last twelve months. Here and 
there organizations have lost some of their 
recruits temporarily, but they have been 
those who were forced to take out cards.

Strikes Won by Unions. . 


The following data show the sudden 
change in results and contain a short record 
of the stormiest year any industrial center 
of the country has ever experienced. 

On Oct. 9, 1902, the paper boxmakers, 200 in 
number, struck at the Ritchie factory, Van 

. Buren and Green streets, for an increase in pay 
and union recognition. Both were granted after 
a week of rioting. 

On Oct. 21, 1902, the bill posters employed by 
the American Posting Service company, Lake 
and Morgan streets, struck for an exclusive 
agreement. After a series of riots, necessitating 
an injunction, the firm granted the demands. 

On Oct. 25, 1902, the 800 rubber workers employed 
by Morgan & Wright, May and Lake streets, 
struck because of alleged discrimination: two 
weeks later the men were locked out, but after 
a sympathetic strike had been declared by the 
teamsters the firm accepted the union's terms 


of peace. 

On Feb. 10, 190” the elevator men and janitors 
employed by the Bryan Lathrop company struck 
on sixteen buildings to gain an Increase in pay 
and union recognition. The coal teamsters 
joined the fight and won the strike.

Strikes Now in Progress. 


On Feb. 10, 1908, the sheet metal workers employed 
by E. A. Rysdon & Co. struck because the firm 
withdrew from the Contractors’ association. 
Numerous assaults have taken place on jobs 
wheres the firm used nonunion men, one resulting 
in the killing of Michael Sweeney, a member of 
the union, by J. H. Weller, foreman for the firm. 

On May 4, 1903, 1,100 metal workers, machinists, 
and electrical worksr# employed by the Kellogg 
Switchboard and Supply company struck against 
the open shop. Backed by the Employers’ asso- 
clation the firm has been waging the bitterest 
fight Chicago has known. Two injunctions, six 
damage suits, involving $75,000, and two weeks 
of rioting have marked the struggle. 

On May 8, 1903, the employés of the Illinois Mal- 
leable Iron company struck for increased wages. 
The places of the men have been filled. S+veral 
assaults, involving one murder, have taken place, 
although the firm has obtained an injunction 
against the union. 


Epochs in Labor History. 


In discussing the last year in Chicago 
Nicholas Duttle, president of the brass work- 
ers, metal polishers, buffers, and platers, re- 
marked that this city “ makes labor history 
and makes it fast.” He declared that the 
“exceptional is always apt to happen here, 
but Chicago is the workers’ paradise.”’

NEW ONION WAR ON GAS. 


TEAMSTERS COMBINE WITH OF- 
FICE BUILDING UNIONS. 


Form Compact with Janitors and 
Steamfitters te Compel the Use of 
Ceal Throughout the Year — Take 
Name of Steam Power Council, and 
This May Cause Fight with Engi- 
neers—Bricklayers Protest Against 
Carpenters’ Strike, 


Determined to force the owners of down- 
town office buildings to use nothing but coal 
for heating and light fuel the coal teamsters’ 


union has united into One central body the 


labor organizations whose members are em- 
ployed in the skyscrapers. 

To make the new council effective the 
teamsters have asked and received incor- 
poration papers. They will make the body 
do its work in a business like way, responsi- 
ble to the law for all its acts. It’ will deal 
primarily with the use of coal, but its officers 
will attempt to become mediators in labor 
disputes, assuming as much as possible the 
functions of the Chicago board of arbitra- 
tion.

May Clash Over Name. 


The new body will take the name of the 
Steam Power council, although that name is 
now carried by another central association.

The old or- 
ganization is composed of the engineers, fire- 
men, elevator conductors, and starters. The 
teamsters were once members, but withdraw 
because of a series of strikes that were called 
by its governing board. The teamsters have 
feared for some time that individually they 
are not strong enough to force the office 
building owners to use nothing but coal, 
They hesitated to form a combination with 


-the engineers and firemen, for those organi- 


zations—strong in themselves—would domi- 
nate. For the purposes of the teamsters the 
janitors and steamfitters are as effective al- 
lies, but without the power to rule. e 


Bricklayers Protest at Strikes. 


The bricklayers and stone masons are in- 
dignant at the carpenters and laborers for 
tying up the various buildings of the city be- 
cause they cannot settle on who is to do the 
false work. At present the Iroquois theater 
has a strike and the interjor work on the 
postoffiee is suffering from a delay. In both 
cases the contractors awarded the false work 
to the laborers, and the carpenters struck. 
In both cases the bricklayers are incon- 
venienced and they have appealed to the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, asking the 
officers of that body to appoint a committee 
to settle the trouble. 

Before the LaWor day parade starts on 
Monday, Sept. 7, the members of the Chica- 
go Federation of Musicians will pass down 
the lines and inspect all the musical organi- 
zations to see whether their members are get- 
ting union wages and carry union cards. 
Nonunion men will receive rough treatment. 

Chicago has been unable to furnish enough 
bands to meet the demand and musicians are 
coming from various nearby towns. 


FIRE IN “L” MOTOR CAR 
IMPERILS PASSENGERS’ LIVES 


Ties Up Service an Hour and People 
Leave Trains and Walk on Tracks to 
Station to Take Surface Trains. 


The lives of passengers on the Metropolitan 
elevated railroad were endangered yesterday 
morning when the service was tied up by a 
fire in the motor car ofa train on the Garfield 
park branch. After the cars stopped hun- 
dreds of passengers left the trains and walked 
between the tracks to the nearest station, 
seeking the surface lines to continue their 
journey downtown. While they were walk- 
ing trains began to move and there were 
many narrow escapes. from being run down. 

The fife, which was caused by uncovered 
wires under the floor of the motor car, gained 
headway before the passengers in the car 
were aware of their danger. The train, bound 
downtown, had just left the Halsted street 
station when the fire was discovered. The 
train was stopped immediately and an at- 
tempt was made to extinguish the blaze with 
a small hand chemical tank, which is carried 
on each motor car. 

The car was then standing on the curve 
near Van.Buren street. The smoke caused by 
burning oil enveloped the car, the passengers 
became excited, and a panic was averted only 
by the presence of mind exhibited by the 
guards. More chemical tanks were obtained 
and the blaze was extinguished with small 


damage. 


CHICAGO’S HISTORY TO BE 
TOLD IN JUBILEE PARADE. 


Reproduction of Pioneer Scenes on Floats

Trustee Thompson Tries in 
‘Vain to Close the School | 
“Incident.” 


OTHERS ASK AN INQUIRY. 


Demand That He Name Men Who 
Are Said to Have Offered © 
Him Money. 


“The incident is closed,”’ said Trustee 
George J. Thompson yesterday, referring to 
the school board bribery story yesterday. 

But the trustees who voted for former 
President Mark took issue with Mr. Thomp- 
son. They declined to consider the incident 
closed and reiterated their determination to 
resort to every available means to compel 
Trustee Thompson to name the men said to 
have been implicated in the attempt to buy 
his vote. 

The fight which is waging between the fac- 
tions created In the board by the charge of 
Trustee Thompson is expected to reach its 
height by Wednesday night, when some of 
the trustees have determined to prevent ad- 
journment of the board meeting until the 
bribery charge has been submitted to a 
searching inquiry and the board has offi- 
cially placed Mr. Thompson on the defensive. 

What will result from the fire of questions 
which will be aimed at Trustee Thompson 
is a matter of conjecture. One trustee 
prophesied yesterday that it would lead to 
one or more resignations.

Senator Kearns of Utah Declares 
a Western Man Will Be 
President. 


TAKES OATH OF OFFICE.—Gen. Robert Shaw 
Oliver takes the oath of office as assistant secre- 

- tary of war and assumes charge of the office in 
the absence of Secretary Root.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 29.—{Special.}— 
Gen. Robert Shaw Oliver, the new assistant 
secretary of war and successor to Mr. San- 
ger, took the oath of office this morning and 
he is now at the head of the department, as 
Secretary Root is in Europe. Swearing in 
the new official was marked by considerable 
ceremony. 

Gen. Oliver reached Washington early this 
morning, appeare@ at the department at 9 
o'clock, took the oath, and assumed charge. 
He was received at the department by Lieut. 
Gen. 8. B. M. Young, chief of staff, and Col. 
Wiliam Cary Sanger. All the officers in the 
war department gathered in the anteroom to 
Secretary Root’s office at 9 o'clock in full 


dress and wearing side arms and were pre- | 


sented by Lieut. Gen. Young to Gen. Oliver. 

The officers also took this occasion to say 
good-by to Col. Sanger and express their re- 
gret at his leaving the department. Col. 
Sanger remained with Gen. Oliver until 9:45 
o'clock and left Washington at 10 o'clock 
for his home at Sangerfield, N. Y., where 
Mrs. Sanger is ill. 

Col. Sanger expects to remain at his home 
for a short time. In case Mrs. Sanger’s 


\ ‘health will permit he will then go to Europe 


with his family. 

“There is no doubt about the nomination 
and election of President Roosevelt,”’ said 
Senator Kearns of Utah today. “ It would 
be @ waste of words to tell what we will doin 
the west. You know he belongs to us. And 
since I have been east I have no concern from 
that quarter. One of the most prominent 
democrats in New York state told me on 
Tuesday that if the election were held now 
Roosevelt would carry New York state by 
150,000, and that, he added, was-a conserva- 
tive estimate. We are booked for four years 
of good, clean government. That is sure. 
Roosevelt's running mate will be a west- 
ern man. The west, you know, is full of good 
timber. When the time comes we will supply 
the man, and he will be good enough to run 
with Roosevelt.” 


W. Miller, foreman of the 
Yovernment printing office, will not be paid 
for the time he was absent while under 
suspension and dismissal. The controller of 
the treasury, who was asked to pass on the 
question, involving a claim of $408, decided 
that Mille. is not entitled to pay during the 
period in question. — 


. Deputy Consul General Hanauer at Frank- 
fort, in a report to the department of state 
re'ating to meat imports and consumption in 
Germany, says: 

“Since the new German meat inspection 
law has been ip force importations of foreign 
meéeat,. sausages, and canned meat stuffs 
have decreased about one-third. This great 
réduction has, however, been compensated 
for by ah increase in imported live animals 
for slaughtering purposes. During the first 
half of the present year 174,050 head of cat- 
tle, valued at $12,852,000, were imported by 
Germany. In the same period the preceding 
yéar the number of foreign cattle imported 
was 148,304, valued at $10,472,000. Should 
the new tariff law go into operation in its 
present shape it would largely enhance rates 
on imported meat and live stock importa- 
tion, foreign beef, cattle, and hogs, as also 


meat stuffs generally will greatly diminish’ 
and meat consumption in Germany be seri-~ 


ously affected thereby, but German stock 
raisers will profit by higher prices, which 
will rule for their protected meat products.”’ 


NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Underwriters’ Association Reminding 
- Members of the Rule About Sur- 
| plus Line Permits. 


The Chicago Underwriters’ association is 
reminding members that a permit is-neces- 
sary if a member wishes to place any insur- 
ance with a nonmember, and one must be 
secured before any business can be placed 
under the new surplus line law, stating the 
amount desired for each risk. Th permit 
will hereafter be made conditional, and when 
one is issued each member will be required 
to go on record as to whether he is open to 
write on the line. If any says that he is the 
permit will be rescinded. — 


The association has secured from the state 
the list of business houses for which surplus 
lines have been placed since the new law 
went into effect on July 1. It comprises near- 
ly 250 firms, including practically all the 
packers and elevators, the department stores 
and wholesale houses, the warehouses, anda 
number of stores and factories. One agent 
reported that he was open for a line of $40,000 
on one of these plants on which the surplus 
line agent had made affidavit that the entire 
capacity of the street had been exhausted. 


It was learned yesterday that the claim for 
damage to the stock of A. H. Revell & Co. 
Was larger than had been expected, and 
may reach 25 per cent. The insurance on 
stock was $350,000 and on fixtures $26,000. 
London Lioyds had $50,000, the Dutch Un- 
derwriters $12,500, and the Individual Un- 
derwriters of St. Louis $10,000. The Home of 
New York was on for $14,000 and the Reyal 
and Hartford for $10,000 each.

INDORSE PROF. HENDERSON 
AND BASEBALL ON SUNDAY. 


ence of Good Exercise by Engaging 
in Sport After Church. 


Prof. Charles R. Henderson’s views re- 
garding Sunday basebal? are heartily ap- 
proved by baseball men. Charles Comiskey, 
B. B: Johnson, James Hart, Jack Pickett, 
John Carey, and others indorsed the minis- 
ter’s idea that baseball after church services 
is an excellent thing. These men have been 
playing Sunday ball or managing teams that 
play on Sunday for years, and they have had 
opportunities to observe. 

President Hart of the National league club 
warmly indorsed the ideas advanced by Prof. 
Henderson in his lecture to the University of 
Chicago students, 

‘‘ Sunday baseball,” he said, “ is one of the 
greatest preventives of drunkenness and 
crime that I know. The big games on the 
south and west side grounds draw thousands 
of young men from the saloons and from the 
streets. They spend an afternoon in the open 
air and enjoy the excitement of the game. In 
the dozen years I have had charge of the 
National league club we have not had a 
dozen disorderly scenes among the specta- 
tors. I have studied the records of arrests for 
years. On Sundays when a big game is being 
played the number of brawls in the town is 
decreased, and I believe the .act that so many 
young men attend the games is the reason 
for it.”

300,000 LBTTERS.|% 


Proposes to Write to That 
Number of Voters Asking 
Their Opinions. 


BIG TASK FOR SOMEBODY 


Great Labor Involved | Brings.

Gov. Yates is anxious to obtain the names 
and postoffice addresses of 300,000 repub- 
licans in Illinois outside of Cook county. 

He is going to send out 300,000 letters for 
the purpose of ascertaining what the people 
think of his administration and also of his 
The question 
asked by several wise politicians yesterday 
was, “‘How will he get the addresses? Who 
is expected to furnish them?’ 

They insisted that his appointees could not 
do it and attend to their regular official 
duties at the same time. It was said that 
when the governor made known his plans 
to the assembled job holders last Wednesday 
some of them showed signs of disgust and 
threatened to revolt. 


Quoting from Yates’ Speech. 

A member of the governor’s political family 
from down in Egypt repeated portions of his 
long speech to a number of visitors at state 
headquarters, and among other things he 
quoted him as saying: 

*“*T do not ask any man to say that he will 
deliver the delegates of his county unless he 
knows that the people are for me. I am 
going to find out what the people think of my 
administration, and if they are satisfied with 
it they should be willing to support me for a 
second term.” 

Then came the announcement that. he 
would sénd out 300,000 letters. That means 
a big lot of extra work for stenographers and 
clerks. Experts estimated that all the short- 
hand writers and machine operators about 
the capitol would be kept busy until January 
preparing and forwarding this vast corre- 
spondence. In the event that each of the 
800,000 “voters who receives the governor's 
letter answers it, another large force will be 
required to open and read the replies. Ashe 
proposes to visit every county and make a 
speech in every town that has a courthouse, 


read them. Politicians are amazed at the 
stupendous campaign Yates has mapped out 
for himself.

PLAN TO STOP RATE WAR 
BY THE ST. PAUL LINES. 


Withdrawal of $8 Rate to Chicago, 
Which Demoralizes Through Traffic. 


Roads running east from Chicago propose 
to take steps at once to prevent the Chicago- 
St. Paul roads from demoralizing passenger 
rates in eastern territory. The plan is to 
notify the Chicago-St. Paul lines that here- 
after nothing less than the full proportions 
of the through rates will be accepted by them. 

In view of the belligerent attitude of the 
eastern roads the Chicago-St. Paul lines are 
showing a disposition to settle their differ- 
ences and restore full rates. All the Chicago- 
St. Paul roads, with the exception of the Rock 
Island, it is said, have signified their willing- 
ness to withdraw the $8 rate between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul and adopt the normal rate 
of $11.50 mt 

The Baltimore and Ohio will make Lorain, 
O., its largest ore and coal shipping port and 
will expend more than $1,000,000 in enlarging 
the dock facilities, making the most complete 
individual lake terminal between Chicago 
and Buffalo. It will be the main coal ship- 
ping point of the entire Baltimore and Ohio 
western and southwestern systems. 

The Baltimore and Ohio has placed an 
order with the American Locomotive com- 
pany for a tandem compound locomotive, 
which will be the heaviest ever built in this 
country. It will weigh 285,000 pounds.

mer baseball” for college students. Here is 
the situation at present. The ‘“ conference 
fules’’ state that “no student shall par- 
ticipate in any intercollegiate contest who 
has ever used or is using his knowledge of 
athletics or his athletic skill for gain.” This 
Is the general principle on which amateur 
standing is determined. Now, in regard to 
summer baseball. On Nov. 26, 1897, the con- 
ference of faculty representatives passed the 
following: ‘“‘ If students employ their sum- 
mer playing baseball] they will incur sus- 
picion as to their amateur standing and 
render their record subject to rigid investiga- 
son.” The influence of this rule lasted for 
year or two, during which the colleges aad 
the college men were careful about summer 
baseball. But the regulation finally lost its 
effect, and on Nov. 29, 1901, the conference, 
feeling that stringent measures were needed, 
adopted the following: ‘“‘ No student is eligi- 
ble to compete im intercollegiate contests who 
plays in a so-called amateur, semi-profes- 
sional, or professional baseball game where 
gate money fs charged, or where purses, 
prizes, or premiums are offered.”’ 

The rule, however, though passed by the 
conference, was rejected by the faculties and 
boards of control of ‘five of the “ big nine,'’ 
two did not act on it, and only Purdue passed 
it. It thus was dropped, and at the present 
time only the rule of 1897, itself of little 
effect, remains in force. The college men play 
<summer baseball. They play on teams whose 
‘members, some of them, at least, receive 
money. The college players may incur sus- 
picion, but they affirm they have received 
no money. The officials do not go behind the 
students’ statements. Every opportunity for 
dishonesty is thus afforded, and dishonesty 
is inevitable. Every one must admit this is 
a deplorable state of affairs. The remedy is 
either to permit college ball players to take 
pay for summer baseball or to adopt the re- 
fected rule of 1901 and forbid it altogether.

MANY PROBLEMS 
FOR THE COACHES 


Walter Camp Points Out Effect 
of New Rules on This 
Year’s Work. 


TWO STYLES TO CHOOSE. 


Oldfashioned Plays or a Combi- 
nation of Those and Close For- 
mations to Be Adopted. 


[BY WALTER CAMP.] 

At no time in the previous ‘history of the 
game has there been such a feeling of un- 
certainty as to what the general plan of 
campaign and methods to be adopted by the 
principal teams will be. In the first place it 
is certain that two distinct styles of play are 
quite possible under the new rules. It is 
equally true, however, that both styles were 
equally possible under the old rules. Many 
of those who advocated the change to seven 
men in the line claim that a first class team 
developed on the old fashioned methods 
would have been equal to meeting and de- 
feating a team brought up on the more mod- 
ern formation. Others felt that while this 
was possible and that no one had, perhaps, 
given this old fashioned method a thorough 
trial of late years, still the fact remained 
that the principal coaches and captains were 
pretty well united in the belief that the 
formation play would beat the old one every 
time, else there would have been a return 
even under the rules of last year to the old 
nti of play with only three men back of the 

ne. 

Under the new rules this style is forced 
upon the coaches, captains, and players for 
in the middle of the field from one twenty- 
five yard line to the other formation plays 
where, beside the quarter back, there are 
more than three men behind the line, are 
barred out. 

Has Two Choices. 

There must be seven men in the line of 
scrimmage when the ball is put in play. 
There are two ways for the captains and 
coaches to act under this changed condition 
of affairs. One way is to go back to the old 
methods altogether and develop a team 
without any formation plays, but playing 
throughout the entire field what has com- 
monly been termed straight old fashioned 
football, The other plan is to develop the 
team so that it can play modern formation 
plays when between the twenty-five yard 
line and the goal and seven men in a line 
play outside those spaces. 

The experience of captains and coaches 
has been that it was difficult enough to de- 
velop a team along the ordinary methods 
with but one style in a season for their big 
games, and the days and weeks slipped away 
even too rapidly then. Hence to instruct 
not only a tearm but a crowd of substitutes 
in two such entirely distinct methods of play 
as those two styles has driven coaches and 
captains back to the desire of a long pre- 
liminary season. Some of the teams have 
already adopted such a solution of a problem 
by beginning in midsummer. 

There is no need to dilate upon forma- 
tion plays, because players and coaches have 
in the last two years studied these most 
faithfully .and have originated many ex- 
cellent methods of advancing the ball in this 
way. ‘The question, therefore, now is nar- 
rowed down to what kind of plays will be 
effective with seven men in the line. To go 
back over the history of the game it will be 
found that the most effective play of all in 
use when teams were under this system 
was the end run. It is true that this would 
not gain ground as steadily and rapidly as 
plunges into the line, but when the play 
once came off successfully it was sure to 
go for a long gain and in many contests it 
proved*to be the case that two or three long 
gains of this kind brought the ball within 
striking distance and settled the result. 

Differ on This Point. 

In those days the quarter back and guard, 
like McCormick and Heffelfinger of Yale, 
would go out around the end in the inter- 
ference and thus enable a man like Bliss 
to circle the end completely. There are some 
who believe that these wide end runs can 
still be brought off and effectively. There 
are others who are quite as sure that this can- 
not nowadays be accomplished, because, as 
they say, the defense is so improved and the 
general play of the tackle, half back, and 
end and their development has rendered it 
almost impossible even for the best team with 
the best runners to go clean around or make 
anything like the oldtime gains. 

This difference of opinion will have to be 
settled on the field this year, and the cap- 
tains and teams that can bring off such end 
runs as were performed in the old days will 
have a good chance to win. 

Outside of this end run the most effective 
of the oldtime plays were runs by linesmen. 
Of these there were three kinds, the run by a 
guard going around behind his quarter back 
and breaking immediately into the line with 
a sharp turn, the run by a tackle passing the 
quarter back in the same way, but having a 
wider sweep in which to get started, and, 
finally, the run by an end who left his posi- 
tion sharply and circled still more widely. 
All these plays are quite as possible today 
and will give a team an opportunity of ex- 
perimenting in the early part of the season. 


Trick Plays Galore. 

There will also be a variety of trick plays. 
Tt is hardly fair to call crisscrosses and 
Gouble passes trick plays in the ordinary 
sense of the word, for they are good old 
standbys, and will likely be brought out. 

The most simple of these was the oriss- 
cross between the backs, when one back 
was proceeding toward one side of the line, 
but as he passed the other back handed him 
the ball, the final recipient of the ball going 
back in the direction the original runner 
started from. The same style of play can 
be carried out by a crisscross from an end 
to a half back or from a tackle to a haif 
back. There was at one time a double pass 
which was called the double outside pass— 


that is, the runner with the ball started for | 


the end of the line, but when he commenced 
to come up toward the line at the moment 
he was about to be reached passed the bal] 
to a man running well outside and behind 
him. This pass as the end came in gave 
the runner on the outside a clear field. 

The new feature offered by-the possibility 
of the quarter back running with the bail 
brings in an added complication, and is a 
geod deal of a problem for coaches and cap- 
tains to settle whether they would rather 
have a quarter back of exceptional power 
ard strength as a runner. or stick to the pres- 
ent type of quick, active, and cunning men, 
who, while comparatively small, are good 
payers and handle themselves and the ba:l 


quickly. 
May Do Without a Quarter. 

Those who saw the West Point team play 
last year and noted the ability of Bunker in 
the army and navy game to gain ground say 
that the tendency under the new rules would 
be to select a type of man and get four of 
them, if possible, and then play the game in 
the middle section of the fleld without the 
quarter back. This plan would be to use four 
backs and let them run by turns, the original 
recipient of the ball carrying it when the 
play was outside tackle, but handing it to 
his next neighbor along the line when the 
play was through the middle. 

There is considerable danger of this de- 
velopment in the game and if it will make 
one less place for light men, which every one 
feels would be a great pity. On the other 
hand, we must remember that if a coach 
plans such a game he must have some man 
on the field to play quarter back when he

On the “Never Played” List. 


Most of the games postponed on Friday will 
never be played off, as those were the con- 
cluding games of the final series, and the 
teams scheduled do not meet again this 
year. If possible President Comiskey of the 
White Stockings will arrange with Detroit to 
play a double header in Detroit on Sept. 14, 
when his team is on the way east, to dispose 
of the two games of the final series which 
were postponed there last week. The other 
clubs will hardly be able to play off their 
games so well, however.

Candidates for Team Will Assemble on 
‘Marshall Field on Tuesday to Start 
Preliminary Practice—Hopes for a 
Winning Eleven This Year Are High 
—Gridiron Undergoes Improvement 

of Last Year’s Stars to Don 
Togs and Carry Midway Colors, 


When Stageg’s stalwarts assemble next 
Tuesday on Marshall field for the first foot- 
ball practice of the year the preliminary work 
of what many expect to be the most success- 
ful season in the history of the university 
will have been begun. Hopes are high atthe 
Midway school for a winning team this year, 
and Tuesday’s work will be the Initial step 
toward making those hopes a reality. From 
that day on until Thanksgiving day, Nov. 
26, hardly a day, excepting Sundays, will see 
Marshall field unoccupied by the maroon clad 
disciples of Prof. Stagg. 4 

During the last week ' preparations have 
been made toward getting the field in shape 
for the coming season. ‘“‘ Jimmy,” the cus- 
todian of the field, has directed the moving 
of the big east bleachers from their posi- 
tion beyond the track back to the edge of the 
gridiron. The wire fences that surround the 
field of comnbat have been put up, and the 
goal posts near which will be waged much 
war, have been erected. Everything is in 
readiness for the men. And the men are 
eager to get back to the work. 


Elisworth Ready for Work. 


Capt. Ellsworth has written that he will 
be here on or before Tuesday. Several 
others of the old men are already in town. 
Ivison, “‘ Big” Maxwell, and Bezdek are 
here. Wightman is working In the city. 
Catlin has returned from the west, and 
after the Milwaukee championship meet 
will be on hand. McMillan, who will try 
for quarter, has been in the law school this 
summer. Sheldon, who will dssist in the 
coaching, has been in the law school, and 
Harper, the other assistant, has returned 
to the campus. Besides these men Stage 
is expecting the local high school candidates, 
among them Sammy Ransom of Hyde Park, 
to show up for early practice. Stagg ex- 
pects ten or a dozen men during the first 
week. 

The new gymnasium is rapidly being put in 
shape for the football players. Although 
the entire building will not be ready until 
after the beginning of the fall quarter, the 
football locker room and bathrooms have 
been rushed, so ag to be fitted for use during 
the preliminary practice. The first game 
on the schedule is that with Englewood 
High school, Sept. 17. As five games—two 
with high schools and three with colleges, 
Lombard, Lawrence, and Monmouth—are 
scheduled for September, and as Chicago 
plays Indiana Oct. 3, it is felt by the Chi- 
cago management that it will be necessary 
to have the team pretty well made up by 
the opening of college Oct. 1. For this rea- 
pon “the old man” intends to work his 
candidates hard from the start. 


Arrange for Wisconsin Game. 


Arrangements are already being made for 
the Chicago-Wisconsin football game to be 
played at Madison on Oct. 31. It has been 
announced at the University of Chicago that 
the railroads would run special trains on 
that day in order to accommodate tre rooters 
from the university and the city who will 
go to one of the most important games on 
Chicago’s schedule, 

For Wisconsin, the Chicago game will be 
the first big game of the season. For Chicago 
it will be one of the last, as only West Point, 
Haskell, Indiana, and Michigan follow it. 
Wisconsin's other important games are Mich- 
igan at Ann Arbor on Nov. 14, Northwestern 
the following Saturday, and Minnesota on 
Thanksgiving day. The Chicago-Wisconsin 
game will settle the championship aspirations 
of one or other of the teams. 


SEEKS COOL TRAINING GROUND. 


Coach Woodruff Takes Illinois Football 


Squad to Spring Lake for Pre- 
liminary Practice. 

Forty husky football players, on whom the 
hopes of the University of Illinofs are ¢en- 
tered, passed through the city last night 
bound for Spring lake, Michigan, where, ina 
cooler climate than their own, they will train 
for the next two weeks in preparation for 
the coming season. They boarded the Indi- 
ana at 7 o’clock and held a reception to en- 
thusiastic Illinois sympathizers before the 
boat started. The squad was headed by 
Coach George W. Woodruff, who hopes to 
develop eleven of the best of them into a 
winning football team for the University of 
Illinois. During the next two weeks he will 
attempt to get a line on all of them at their 
training quarters at Spring lake. This pre- 
liminary training and practice is an innova- 
tion in Illinois athletics, and is one of the 
‘things that have resulted from Coach Wood- 
ruff’s taking charge of football affairs at the 
state university. 

‘The squad of candidates who were being 
taken on this«trip 'was made up of about 
equal numbers of old and new men. Among 
those who have fought on the gridiron. for 
Illinois during the past were “‘ Joe”’ WilSon, 
Cc. A. Fairweather, Huntoon, Bronson, Die- 
ner, Kasten, Rump, Harmon, Bethel, Wiley, 
and Barter. The new men who have yet to 
win football glory for the orange and the blue 
were John Haselwood of Blandinsville, C. J. 
Moynihan of White Hall, Clarence Vance of 
Hoopeston, Clive Grove of Paris, F. R. O’Nefl 
of Arnold, D. C. Vaile of Rochelle, Clande 
Smith of Marion, Ind.; Thomas H. Stark of 
Carthage, Mo.; Harry Stelle of McLeansboro, 
F. Johnson of Fairmount, Ind.; and Jack Best 
of Princeton, Erickson, the big man, who 
started in with the team last year but soon 
had to leave school, was on board again, and 
“Fatty” Allen, whose parents objected to his 
playing last year, was also among the num- 
ber.

That such a body was 
aiaclutely necessary had been proven sev- 
eral times already, and there can now be no 
sypther Canger of a rupture between the two 
leagues, SO long as the present board of 
gentrol is in power. 


The weakest part of the new agreement is 
the clauses which have to do with the crea- 
tion of thig national commission. With Garry 
Hermenn, Ban Jphnson, and Harry Pulliam 
sitting in Judgment, or Mr. Hermann alone, 
fig pretty certain that all disputes will be 
gettied fairly. But the present commission 
jg created for one year only. The presidents 
of the two major leagues will always con- 
stitute two members of the commission, ac- 
yording to the agreemert, byt supposing Mr, 
Hermann should for some reason decline 
or be unable tO serve next year. Great dif- 
qeulty would be met in Selecting the third 
member. This difficulty cropped out at the 
Buflalo conference, and it was only the con- 
fidence the American league has in the Cin- 
dnnati club owner and the graceful compli- 
ment they paid him by accepting him as 
jodge of all their disputes that solved the 
difficulty so readily. 

The agreement provides that the presidents 
of the iwo major leagues shall elect the chair- 
map of the commission each year, and it must 
be by a “majority vote. With only two 
voters, this means the choice must be unani- 
mous, and there is no provision for the possi- 
bility of the two presidents failing to reach 
an agreement on the matter of a third mem- 
ber, thereby producing a deadlock with an 
inflaity of dangerous possibilities ensuing. 
This is looking a long way ahead, however. 

The minor leagues are fussing a little be- 
cause all their demands were not granted 
vy the majors and especially because they 
were not given representation on the new 
board of arbitration. The claim its made by 
the minors that “ arbitration with one of the 
disputants sitting in Judgment while the other 
m@ not represented is icoked upon as a re- 
markabie proposition.”’” This is less 
"remarkable proposition than the position 
in Which the American league has voluntarily 
placed itself by naming Hermann as chair- 
man of the commission. Here is the spectacle 
ofa club owner put in power to arbitrate mat- 
ts between his own club and an opposing 
ague. The minors can surely afford to trust 
Hermann if the American league can. 

The trouble with the kicking element 
among the minors is that they do not realize 
there is a new order of things in baseball. 
end they are still looking upon the big 
Wagues as their bitterest enemies instead of 
their best friends. The days of Brushism 
and its trickery are gone, for the present at 
east, and it is not believed possiple the wily 
me will ever be able to gain the upper hand 
Main in baseball.

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' LOU DILLON MAY EXCEED HER 
OWN REMARKABLE FEAT. 


‘c. K. G. Billings’ Mare Has Done More 
than Was Expected of Her, but 

There Are Strong Chances of Her Go- 
ing Better than 2:00—Two Year Old 
Trotters Are Already Beginning to 
Show Great Promise—Best Work So 
Far Is That of Alta Axworthy. 


[BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

| Of course the startling performance of Lou 

Dillon at Boston oversnaaowed ail the other 

“harness horse events last week., After the 
wonderful half mile trotted by the California 
mare a few days previous over the Brighton 
Beach track it was evident that she had the 
‘championship in her grasp whenever the con- 
‘ditions were favorable, as any horse that can 
step to the half mile pole better than 59 sec- 
onds certainly ought to beat 2:02% if reason- 
ably game, which Lou Dillion had often shown 
herself to be. 

The mile a shade under 2:64 at Brighton 
was a disappointment and a surprise to 
pretty much everybody connected with the 
mare, except Millard Sanders, her driver. 
Before the start was made he said toa friend 
that as the track was a trifie cuppy Lou 
Dillon would certainly tire in the home 
stretch, and this is exactly what she did, as 
for the first three-quarters of the journey she 
was going faster than ever before. 

That the half mile at Brighton was sui- 
cidally fast was freely admitted after the 
trial, and “‘ Doc*’ Tanner, who has had the 

‘ general management of the mare in her trials 


against the watch, showed by the way he 


drove the runner at Readville last Monday 
that he is not a man to make the same error 


twice. 
Mile Rated Perfectly. 


The rating over the Massachusetts course 
was perfect, the first quarter being done in 
30% seconds, the second in 30%, and the third 
in 30%, thus bringing the mare to the three- 
quarter pole in 1:31. If she could come home 
in 81 seconds, a 2:04 gait, which is a common 
clip for Lou Dillon, the record of 2:02% set 
by Cresceus would be beaten. Thus far 
Tanner, who was driving the runner that set 
the pace, had done exactly as he had calcu- 
lated, and it only remained for the mare to 
show what she could do in the.way of a last 
quarter after having gone three-fourths of 
the journey faster than any other trotter 
had done. 

She stepped to the wire in 29 seconds flat, 
a 1:56 clip, and the record was beaten so 
badly that it looks as though it would stand 
longer than any championship performance 
of the past, unles, indeed, Lou Dillon herself 
should lower it. : 
‘The career of this mare ever since she 
trotted a workout mile at Memphis last fall 
in 2:08%, stepping the last half in 1:01%, has 
been fully set forth in this column. Her blood 
lines have also been analyzed, and her suc- 
cessive trials this year in 2:06%, 2:04% to 
wagon, and then in 2:04%, 2:08%, 2:02\% to 
sulky, made it plain that she had @ great 
chance to become champion, although no 
one looked for a mile better than 2:02 at the 
present time, it being figured that her fastest 
wotk wotld be done in the fall, by which 
time she would be harlened to the supremely 
fast miles and be able to carry her speed 
farther than at present. 


More May Be Exyected. 

course it seems absurd to say that a 
twoaminute trotter has not reached the limit 
of her speed, but the cold fact remains that 
Lou Dillon has been asked to do a lot of 
things that no other horse ever dreamed of 
accomplishing, and she has done every one 
of them with apparent ease, including even 

the mile at Boston last Monday. 

She is unquestionably a horse above the 
ordinary, and for that reason any predictions 
as to what she will doin the future are purely 
speculative. It may be that with another 

Year added to her age she may make both 
speed and the ability to carry it, in which 
case It would be nothing astonishing to see 
her go.to the three-quarter pole in 1:30, a 
two minute. gait, and then come home in 29 
seconds, and that would place her in the 1:59 
class with Dan. Patch. 

Since Lou Dillon has become’ famous 
account of her speed, all the facts of hér 
history are coming out, and incidentally it is 
ledined that she was a vixen as a colt, and 
that to break her to harness was a work that 
tired out two men who were in no other bus!i-

Sanders Gets Hold of Her. 

Then Sanders, the trainer, took Lou. Mil- 
lara Sanders is a man who has had great 
success with notional and high strung 
horses. A good many years ago he was in 
the employ of the late W. J. Gordon of 
Cleveland, a wealthy man who had a fond- 
ness for trotters and who owned a great race 
winner in Clingstone, 2:14, to high wheels. 
Amo he Gordon horses was a little black 
trotter Called Guy. He was about as fast as 
any horse of his day, but was unsteady, so 
much so that it was of no use to race him. 

Finally, after all the professionals had 
been given a chance with the little gelding, 
Sanders, who made no pretensions. to being 
a professional horseman, was given a chance 
with Guy, and he soon demonstrated that the 
horse would go better for him than he had 
ever gone for any one else, and beforeshis 
turf career was over Sanders had driven him 
to a fast mark. 

After the death of Mr. Gordon, Sanders 
went to California, where his skill wi: 
young trotters and with the nervous. scary 
kind was at once recognized. He has given 
records ranging from 2:30 to 2:22 to six 
yearlings, and four of the performances 
wers world’s records.

Good Outlook for Colts. 


It is still a trifie early in the season for the 
good 2 year old trotters to be showing up, 
but already three of that age have taken 
records better than 2:30, and the chances are 
that in another month there will be ten ora 
dozen youngsters that will look to have a 
chance in some of the events for 2 year olds 
that are contested In October at Lexington 
and elsewhere. 

Thus far the fastest mile of the year by a 2 
year old trotter is the 2:21% record made by 
Alta Axworthy last week. The best work of 
the season previous to that was the 2:22 
mark of Bequeath, a son of the Elec- 
tioneer stallion Cecillan that is owned 
by the Grattan stock farm of this city. 
Cecilian himself was a fast 2 year old, 
his record of 2:22 having been made at that 
age, and as the performance was to high 
wheel sulky ft is as good as 2:15 would be 
with the pneumatic tire vehicle. 

Previous to this season Cecilian had given 
the turf two high class 2 year old trotters in 
Endow, 2:14%, and Grace Elred, 2:17, both 
records made in races over the Lexington 
track, where the quality of the flelds is al- 
ways high. Endow's mark was the best for 
a 2 year old gelding, and the work of Grace 
Elred was all the more meritorious as she 
was a big. overgrown filly without the 
strength to carry her extreme speed. Be- 
queath, the best 2 year old of 1908 thus far, 
is a full brother of Endow, both being 
a mare by Erin, 2:24%, son of Be 
Cecilian, in spite of his own great wo 
colt and his rich pedigree, has no 
fair chance asa@sire. When he was sold from 
Palo .Alto to Miller & Sibley that firm also 
owned St. Bel, and as that stallion was of the 
Electioneer—Beautiful Bells family he was 
naturally given all the good mares owned by 
the Pennsylvania oil men, with the result 
that Cecilian had little chance to show what 
he could do in the stud. 


Little Improvement There. 

Even after he was taken to Kentucky a few 
years ago the horse did not get into the swim. 
Marvin, who .owned Cecilian at that time, 
told me, speaking of what Cecilian had ac- 


complished with so little opportunity, that 
he was sent to the same farm where Allier- 


ton and the rest of the C. W. Williams stal- 
lions were kept. 

“‘I declare,” said Mr. Marvin, paying an 
unconscious compliment to Williams and his 
horses, “if mares that came out there to be 
bred to Cecilian wouldn't go to one of Will- 


Mr. F. E. Marsh, who owns Cecilian, tells 
me that during the last two years the son of 
Electioneer has been given a fine class of 
mares, and that the young things by him 
coming on at Grattan farm show so much 
quality and natural speed that the boys at 
the farm were crazy to train them this year. 
It has been decided, however, to wait another 
season before the work of educating the 
Cecilians is begun in earnest. 

That there is a good deal of sentiment con- 
nected with the racing of harness horses is 
well known to those who are familiar with 
the sport, and perhaps this was never better 
illustrated than by the list of entries to the 
Walnut Hall cup, a race for 2:15 trotters that 
has become one of the features of the Lex- 
ington meeting. 

This cup, a remarkably handsome piece of 
plate, is given by Mr. L. V. Harkness, after 
whose breeding farm near Lexington the race 
is named. The purse itself is a liberal one, 
$3,000, but there are plenty of others in which 
the money reward is greater. 


All Want to Win It. 


But nearly every breeder in the country, 
and every other man with a trotter that looks 
to have a chance in the 2:15 class, is anxious 
to place that cup on his sideboard, and the 
result is that no less than fifty-eight horses 
have been named for the event this year. 
Of course, a lot of them have no chance, but 
since the entries closed last June the cam- 
paign has developed the fact that the Walnut 
Hall cup is likely to bring out one of the star 
fields of the year, as a lot of horses eligible 
to the race have already shown themselves 
above the average. Of the fifty-eight orig- 
inal nominations Kinney Lou (2:07%) and 
Billy Buck (2:07%) are the most prom'‘nent 
to date, but. here are some others, eaca one 
of which has trotted well this year and can 
certainly beat 2:10:

FAMOUS RAGES 


SARATOGA’S HISTORIC. FIXTURES 
CLOSES ITS MEETING.. 


Memories of Great Races in the Late 
Sixties Are Recalled, When Sturdy, 
Old Long’ Distance Horses Fought 
Over Two Miles and a Quarter for 
the Cup—Kentucky, the First Win- 
ner of the Event, was a Public Idol 


of the Early Days. 


Seratoga’s summer racing season has 
closed with the usual famous fixtures’ on 
the card, among them the time honored 
Saratoga cup, now the thirty-seventh re- 
newal of its history. Inaugurated in 1865, it 
was dropped a couple of years about the time 
of the Walbaum régime, and resymed again. 
This makes it by far the oldest long distance 
stake in America, and it holds a warm place 
in the public heart, although ft was a mistake 
to reduce the distance from two miles and a 
quarter to a mile and three-quarters, as now. 

The early history of racing at Saratoga is 
full of absorbing interest. The inaugural 
meeting of 1863 0n the old Horse Haven track, 
five-sixths of a mile in circumference, had 
only thirty horses as racing material for the 
three days’ racing. And one owner, J. W. 
Weldon, won the entire program of the open- 
ing day. 

Yet this first meeting was an enormous suc- 
cess for the late John Morrissey and his as- 
sociates, of whom the late Commodore 
Cornelius Vanderbilt was one of the most 
ardent. Morrissey himself used to stand at 


‘the gate and refuse admittance to any per- 


son, male or female, that he deemed objec- 


knowing, too. The present course was 
opened the next year (1864), which makes it 
antedate any racetrack now in operation in 
this country, 

Of all the great races of Saratoga’s early 
days none appeals to the older as well as the 
younger generation of racegoers with greater 
force than’ those for the Saratoga cup. While 
the Travers and Sequel stakes for 3 year 
olds antedated it by a year, the cup from its 
inception in 1865 took first place in the pub- 
lic affection and drew together annually the 
best long distance horses of that day. Tothe 
gradually lessening band of the old guard of 
the turf that witnessed these historic strug- 
gies their memories come home with peculiar 
force, while the present generation in these 
days ofa plethora of short scrambles will find 
much of interest in the annals of this famous 


race. = 
Two Owners Living. 


Of the cup winners from 1865 to 1875 in- 
clusive all have long since joined the great 
majority, while of their owners only two are 
left—John Hunter of New York City and 
Albert 8S. Gage of Chicago. The former's 
“magpie "' colors were borne to victory by 
Kentucky in 1865 and 1866. while the red and 
blue of the McDaniel confederacy, of which 
Messrs. ID. McDaniel, J. E. Brewster, and A. 
8. Gage were the members, flashed in front 
for the cup in four successive years—1872-’3- 
‘4-5. Their standard bearers were Harry 
Bassett, Joe Daniels, and Springbok, the lat- 
ter figuring as the winner on two occasions, 
thereby equaling Kentucky’s necord in that 
respect. 

When Hunter and Travers, in the fall of 
1863, paid R. A. Alexander $4,000 for the 2 
year old colt Kentucky, by Lexington—Mag- 
nolia, the price was considered a big one at 
the time. But the colt left at Woodburn 
two companions of the same age—Norfolk 
and Asteroid—both of whom also carved 
for themselves famous names in the ladder 
of equine fame. ‘ 

AM three of these famous horses were en- 
tered in the Jersey Derby of 1864, the first 
Derby race ever run in this country. But of 
the.trio only Norfolk and Kentucky met in 
the great race at Paterson, and the former 
proved the victor, with Price McGrath's 
Tipperary second, Eagle third, and Ken- 
tucky fourth. 

Norfolk was sold after the race for $15,001, 
the odd dollar being tacked on to win a wager 
made by Robert Alexander with Richard 
Ten Broeck that one of Lexington’s song 
would one day bring a larger price than did 
their sire. As Norfolk was shipped to Cali- 
fornia by sea right after the Paterson Derby, 
he and Kentucky never met again. Both 
were out of daughters of Glencoe, Norfolk 
out of Novice, and in California Norfolk 
proved a potent sire as well as a great race- 
horse. 

A few weeks after his defeat by Norfolk 
Kentucky won the Travers stakes at Sara- 
toga under sensational circumstances. 
Trainer A. J. Minor was greatly retarded by 
rheumatic tendencies in the colt, which at 
times would,‘‘ cord’’ him up to a degree. 

The day of his race for the Travers stakes 
Kentucky was so full of rheumatism that 
Owner Hunter, Trainer Minor, and Jockey 
Littlefield were well nigh in despair at the 
prospect. The fleld was small and victory 
practically within their colt’s grasp, but that 
morning he was so stiff that he could not 
raise a fast gallop, let alone race. 

Given a Twelve Mile Run. 


In this emergency the colt was taken over 
to the old Horse Haven track less than two 
hours before the race and given a twelve mile 
gallop to open him up. This heroic treat- 
ment succeeded to a charm, and Kentucky 
was well “‘ limbered up "’ by the time he went 
to the post forthe Inaugural! Travers, It was 
the inaugural day of the new course, built 
under the supervision of the late John Mor- 
rissey, James M. Marvin, Charles Wheatley, 
and others. Kentucky galloped his fair op- 


three-quarters in 3:18% overa slow track. 

Kentucky also won the Sequel stakes at 
tw, miles at that meeting and did not lose a 
race that year or in his after career except 
a race against time at Jerome Park at four 
miles. In 1865 the Saratoga cup-was estab- 
lished and the inaugural of the afterWard 
famous race received eighteen entries. Only 
three came to the post, Kentucky with 104 
pounds as a 4 year old winning easily in 
4:01% for the two miles and a quarter. 

The following year (1866) the cup received 
twenty-six entries, but again only four start- 
ed. Kentucky, with 114 pounds up, a great 
favorite, ridden by Charles Littlefield, who 
wore a beard in his jockey days. The great 
son of Lexington only galloped to win the cup 
in 4:04, In these races Kentucky beat Capt. 
Moore, by. Balrownie, Rhynodyne, by Ring- 
gold, and other good horses. That fall he 
won the Inauguration stakes, four mile 
heats, at Jerome Park from Fleetwing, Idle- 
wild, and others. Asteroid had been brought 
on from Woodburn specially to meet Ken- 
tucky in this race, but broke down in his 
work. He was shown on the race course be- 
tween heats to applauding thousands who 
had hoped to see him measure strides with 
his former stable mate. 

Western turfmen were in strength at Sar- 
atoga the following year—1867. From Ten- 
nessee came a grandson of Lexington, the 4 
year old Muggins, by Jack Malone—Fannie 
McAllister. Bred at Gallatin, Tenn., Mug- 
gins, a horse of stamina as well as speed, was 
entered in the cup against seventeen others. 
In the colors of Douglas and Johnson Mug- 
gins, with 118 pounds up won the cup in 4:u3 
from three others, a good performance. 

From a weight standpoint this perform- 
ance was considered the best yet shown for 
the cup, as Muggins carried more weight 
than Kentucky did, although his time was 
not so fast. Both Kentucky and Muggins 
were good types of the long distance horses 
of that day, but neither made any mark at 
the stud. 

Probably the most sensational contest yet 
run for the cup was the renewal of 1868, won 
by Milton H. Sanford’s Lancaster, by Lex- 
ington—Bonnet. As a 5 year old, carrying 114 
pounds and ridden by William Hayward, 

neaster defeated Fanny Cheatham and 
two others over a heavy track in 4:14 under 
circumstances of peculiar interest. 


Betting at Clubhouse. 


Auction and mutual pools were the only 
methods of speculation at Saratoga those 
days, and evenings before the races the club- 
rooms on Congress street were the scenes 
of heavy pooling on the events of the next 
day. This drew a large crowd at all times, 
and Auctioneer “Doc” Underwood wag 
made the custodian of heavy amoufts. 

On the cup race won by Lancaster, Fanny 
Cheatham was the favorite, and the poole 
ranged up in the thousands, with Capt. 
Moore's mare always the choice. wag 
noticed, however, that every pool on Lan- 
caster was purchased by a young fellow un-.

race, He was Milton Sanford’s private sec- 
retary and bookkeeper, and the coup was the 
sensation of the day. 

William Hayward, dean of the ex-jockey 
brigade, now represented by John Hyland, 
James Rowe, James McLaughlin, William 
Lakeland, Thomas Sayers, Ed Garrison, Ed 
Feakes, George Barbee, Lioyd Hughes, and 
others had only been in this country a short 
time when he rode Lancaster’to victory in 
the Saratoga cup of 1868. A well timed rush 
the last quarter headed Fanny Cheatham 
in the final] strides, and both horse and rider 
received an ovation from the excited thou- 
sands. It was the largest winning ever made 
by Milton Sanford in his entire turf career. 

If Capt. T. G. Moore failed with Fanny 
Cheatham against Lancaster in the cup the 
owner of Idlewild, Privateer, Stonewall 
Jackson, Mollie Jackson, Foster, and other 
famous horses succeeded the following year, 
1869, with Bayonet, the 4 year old son of 
Lexington and Bayleaf. This stout relative 
to Niagara, Preakness, Bayswater, and other 
famous sons and daughters of Bayleaf met 
the largest field the cup had yet brought out, 
six horses. 

Carrying 108 pounds, Bayonet won the cup 
over a slow track, covering the two miles 
and a quarter in 4:10. His choleric owner, 
who won a good stake over the race, always 
insisted that Bayonet was one of the best 
horses he ever owned. But while the brother 
to Preakness was a stout campaigner, he 
was hardly the equal of others owned by 
“Tom Moore. 


Helmbold a Bread Winner. 


W. R. Babcock’s sturdy son of Australian 
and Lavender, the stout Helmbold, was the 
cup hero of 1870. The namesake of the Broad- 
way druggist had won the Monmouth cup 
at Long Branch, and came up to the Springs 
with all his honors thick upon him. He de- 
feated four others in the Saratoga cup, car- 
rying 108 pounds as a 4 year old, and going 
the route in 4:08%. Helmbold was a good 
bread winner for Bab in his day—a game, 
reliable horse that could go any distance, as 
he showed a year later by defeating Long- 
fellow at four miles. . 

Longfellow was brought east for the first 
time by John Harper in 1871. He wasshipped 
direct to Monmouth park, and there defeated 
Helmbold in the Monmouth cup att miles 
and a half. The mighty brown horse with a 
blaze face was then sent to Saratoga to meet 
August Belmont’s Kingfisherin the cup. Out 
of twelve entries that year only the pair. 
named came to the post, their meeting draw- 
ing together turfmen from all over the 
country. Kingfisher, by Lexington—Eltham 
Lass, was considered by his owner as the 
best horse he had ever owned up to that time, 
while the great son of Leamington and Nan- 
tura carried the confidence and dollars of 
thousands of westerners, and eastern men 
as well. 

A sensational struggle for the cup fol- 
lowed between these two great horses. Palm- 
er rode Kingfisher at 108 pounds, and Long- 
fellow, also a 4 year old, had as his pilota 
colored jockey named Sample, carrying the 
same weight. Both had orders to force the 
pace, and with Longfellow the leader they 
ran the first three-quarters of a mile lapped 
in 1:12%, and the mile in 1:40. 

This phenomenal burst of speed was the 
fastest ever seen in a race or in private 
work up to that time, when the fastest mile 
on record was Gray Planet's 1:42%. And no 
horse had yet made a record of 1:16 for six 
furlongs. Under the circumstances ejther 
Longfellow or Kingfisher had to “ crack,”’ 
and it fell‘to the turn of the Belmont cham- 
pion to stop. Longfellow at the mileand a 
quarter had Kingfisher hopelessly beaten, 
and the big blaze faced brown just galloped 
the last mile in 1:52, the race in 4:02%. 


St. Louis Horsemen Think Oots Broth- 
ers Have a Great Colt in 
First Mason. 


St. Louls, Mo., Aug. 29.—[Special.]—Indica- 
tions are that the Oots Bros., Cincinnati turf- 
men, operating on the St. Louis tracks, have 
sprung another turf star. Oots Bros. bred 
the great McChesney.’ 

First Mason is the name of the latest sen- 
sation, and he is a half, brother to McChes- 
ney, being by First Mate—Manola Mason, 

First Mason made his first start asa 8 year 
old at Kinloch on Aug. 22. The race was at 
a mile and he galloped the entire distance, 
winning pulled up in 1:48%. 

Three days later he was again entered a? 
the same distance, with a better class of 
horses. Though he fell to his knees when the 
barrier went up, he managed to negotiate 
the distance in 1:41, and won by three lengths 
in an ordinary gallop. The time equals the 
record for the track. 

First Mason stArted thirteen times as a 2- 
year old, but, like his half brother, McChes- 
ney, showed nothing out of the ordinary. 

He was campaigned on the northern cir- 
cuit and at Latonia. His first start was at 
Fort Erie, when he finished fourth, four 
lengths behind Reservation, Duke Dash- 
away, and Not Wisely, over a heavy track. 

In his third out, over a fast track he 
earned brackets from an ordinary field. Later 
in the season he recorded another victory, 
making it two out of thirteen trials. Hewas 
second twice and third three times. 

Since the 1902 season closed Oots Bros. have 

kept the horse under cover, and nothing was 
known of him until he was entered at Kin- 
loch. 
First Mason is built much on the same lines 
as McChesney. He ts a trifle over Sixteen 
hands high, but his excellent conformation 
makes him appear considerably smalier. 
In his two starts he has proven that he has 
speed and stamina. If his gameness is on a 
par with his other qualities, then, Indeed, 
the turf has another star of the first mag- 
nitude. 

After his second performance Pat Civil, 
owner of Sambo and other good ones, offered 
Oots Bros. $8,000 for the colt, but they re- 
fused to consider the proposition.

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VICTOR EMMANUEL STILL HOS- 
TILE TO THE PAPACY. 


Long Held in a Measure of Subjection 
by Power of Leo XIIl., Young King 
Still Cherishes His Hatred of the 
Holy See — Now Hopes Pius X. Will 
Prove Less, Difficult to Deal With— 
History of Exile That Was Aban- 


doned.

ROME, Aug. 29.—The successor of Leo 
XILL. has now put on thetiara. Against this 
symbol of supernatural sovereignty two 
shots were fired by Zanardelli’s circular arti- 
cle in the National Zeitung. The threat of 
the journal of the German chancellory 
against the church perhaps indicates mere 
dissatisfaction, and seems only an expression 
of anger at the act of the Italian prime min- 
ister, but it insults the pope’s person and is 

a declaration of war against the holy see. 
The quirinal hoped Leo XIII.’s persistence 
in demanding papal liberty had succeeded in 
amnesty if not in an arrangement, even 
though a tacit one, of status quo. [ts i} 
lusion did not last long on that ground. Pius 
X. continues the policy of Leo XIII., but if 
the papacy in Rome ignores the existence of 
the house of Savoy the foreign gove ent 
and provinces outside the former papaffstates 
have regulated their courtesy according to 

the behavior of the sovereign authorities. 


What Is Secret of Attack. 

In spite of the controversy of Venice in 
1893 the patriarch of St. Mark was always 
gracious and preserved kindly relations. 
When Umberto I. was assassinated he shared 
in mourning for the victim and ordered re- 
ligious services performed within his diocese. 
The vituperative wrath of Zanardelili is in 
marked contrast to this pacifying conduct, in 
which respect power.,is blended with tact. 
Why does he oppose Latin urbanity with the 
roughness of the Prussian system? In be- 
half of what interests does he refuse officials 
the right to participate in ceremonies in 
honor of the new pope? : 

Behind this prelude to war is hidden the 
idea all ready ta act—what I may call the 
motor idea of Victor Emmanuel III. I heard 
persons who should know foretell the future 
attitude of the king toward the vatican. 
The successor of Umberto I. did not dare 
‘to engage in a hand to hand conflict with 
Leo XIII, whom the courts esteemed and 
who was protected by his popularity, but he 
opened the struggle by his divorce law 
against the almost unanimous wish of his 
people and a majority in parliament. Victor 
Emmanuel III. compelled the chambers to 
take up again the discussion. Likewise, dis- 
daining parliamentary law, he dismissed the 
Giolitti Pivot parliament and retained Zanar- 
delli, the Italian Brisson. 

The young monarch hopes for a final set- 
tlement of the dissension between Italy and 
the papacy either through force or through 
a tacit surrender of the papacy. Queen Mar-. 
gherita trained him to pleasure, and she 
transferred to her boy the hope and pride 
which the inflexibility of the pope. ruffled 
and irritated. From his mother the little 
prince of Naples, his eyes fixed on the “ star 
of Italy,” learned obstinacy and haughti- 
ness. His education in the sight of social 
divoree and the prolonged humiliation of 
the dynasty under the influence acquired by 
Leo XIII. in the “ game of this world,” his 
mother’s tears, the sadness of his youth, 
the formalities atteriding his marriage to 
fhe daughter of the Montenegro family, 
monarchy dreams, realities, contrasts, and 
conflicts all helped to excite his soul.

The facts that have developed since then show that Giuseppe Sarto descends from common stock, pos- 
sessing all the virtues, courage, and ruggedness characteristic of that class. His parents were simple Venetian peasants, though at 
one time his father was bailiff of the commune at Riese. They possessed but little wealth. A modest two story tile roofed cottage at 
the end of the little village street was their home. Here on their meager income they raised six children—two sons and four daugh- 
ters, all of whom are living. Two of the sisters have entered religious orders. The other two are married, one to the sexton of the 
church of Salzano, of which the new pope was once curé, the other one to the innkeeper and shopkeeper at Riese. The brother of the 


pope was formerly a soldier in the Austrian army. Later he engaged in the grocery business and now holds a petty office at Asola.

Vatican Always Prepared. 


The thought that ruled in the vatican from 
1870 to 1903 always inchided the possibility 
of a departure from Rome in case a brutal 
use of force was made against the exercise 
of papel independence. I can give a striking 
instance. When Crispi risked his power in 
order to insult the vatican in the matter of 
Giordano Bruno. Leo XIII. immediately col- 
lected the cardinals in extraordinary con- 
Sistory. The sacred college preserved the 
secret, but the “dictator found out the 
mystery. Leo XIII. had decided to exile the 
papacy, which. had been struck by the iron 
gauntlet of the new colonna. 
_ He spoke of it to the prince of Monaco, the 
great one who fs dead, the prince who ad- 
mired Leo XIII. for his merits. He sent his 
bishop, Theuret, to Rome, and in the vatican 
the negotiations were begun. Comte de Mon- 
bel, the French ehargé d'affaires at Res- 
pigliosi palace, joined in the scheme. The 
prince offered his principality, that incom- 
parable nook of light and beauty which {s pro- 
tected by its weakness by neutrality guar- 
antees. Leo XIII. demanded the abolition 
of the gaming tables, but this the prince re- 
fused, and the negotiator went back to 
Monaco to obtain further instructions, but 
by a strange forgetfulness Theuret forgot 
his papers and notes in the desk of the palace. 


Crispi Learns Facts. 

The minister plenipotentiary of Monaco to 
the vatican, being a novice, telegraphed 
Count Wagner to send them on to him. 
Crispi, surprised at the correspondence and 
amazed at the pope's audacity, immediately 
warned the courts of Europe, and begged Bis- 
marck to interfere. The Riforma sounded 
the alarm. Queen Cristina of Spain and Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, both dear to the holy 
father, effected a compromise. Whatever 
Victor Emmanuel III.’s scheme may be he 
will not take Pius X. unawares. The papacy 
has many possibilities in reserve..

AMERICAN DRAMA RULES.

The London season opens with ‘ The 
Cardinal,’ from the Garden theater in’ New 
York; then ‘Imprudence; or,: Billy’s Little 
Love Affair,’ from the Empire; then Clyde 
Fitch's ‘Climbers’; then Belasco’s ‘ Darling 
of the Gods.’

Many of the Americans there now were on 
the ground before the war, They are popular 
with the Africanders, which the Englishman 
is not.

What are needed in Johannes- 
burg are good hotels and good cooking.

them to justice. The fact that they had 
been on board a French vessel, cleared for 
French port, that their crime had been 
committed on the high seas, and that their 
voyage had by force majeure béen brought 
to a close in a Canadian port, rendered them’ 
immune from the jurisdiction of the United 
States: They could only have been brought 
to justice eithér before the English tribunals 
at Halifax or before those in France. 


Other Laws More Complex. 

In. this letter I am restricting myself as far 
as possible to the question of jurisdiction on 
board the passenger liners crossing the ocean, 
without dreaming of touching the still more 
complex problem of consular, navigation, 
and foreign prohibited trade law. I would 
point out that while the local American 
courts and police are competent to deal with 
all offenses committed on board American 
or foreign ships in American ports, or at sea 
within the three mile limit of the United | 
States, the federal] authorities alone are em- 
powered to take cognizance of félonies per- 
petrated on the high seas on board an Amer- 
ican ship. This is in accordance with the 
doctrine of international law that vessels on 
the high seas, being out of the territorial! 
limits of any other state, are subject to the 
jufisdiction of the state to which they belong. 
Should, however. the American ship in ques- 
tion have cleared for an English port, the 
perpetrator of the felony would have in the 
first place to be arraigned before the English 
authorities and an extradition commitment 
obtained before he could be brought back to 
this country for trial, not by the muhicipal 
or state tribunals but by the federal courts. 
It is a question if the American ship were 
cleared for a French port whether it would 
in an analogous case be necessary to secure 
an extradition commitment from the French 
authorities for the criminal, always provid- 
ing that the latter was not a French citizen. 
For in one of the most famous decisions, the 
“ Conseil d’Etat,”” which is the final court of 
appeal in France, it was determined that the 
French courts had no jurisdiction in a case 
where one American sailor had Stabbed a 
séaman of the same nationality on board an 
American ship, the Sally, in the port of Mar- 
seilles. But as a general rule it may be taken 
that the United States. federal courts are 
obliged to make use of extradition proceed- 
ings in order to secure the custody of a man 
gullty of felony. perpetrated on the high seas 
on board an American ship bound for a for- 
eign port. 

No Action in Misdemeanors. 

Now extradition is seldom invoked other- 

wise than in the case of felonies. Nor are 


the federal courts accustomed to deal with 
misdemeanors. 

Such forms of fraud as cheating at cards, 
etc., are not felonies, but merely misdemean- 
ors, and consequently escape, as matters 
stand now, all punishment, unless the unfair 
play takes place in some port or within the 
three mile limit of the shore, in which case 
any police magistrate is competent to dea] 
with the affair. Of course it lies within the 
powers of the commanders of the liners to 
prohibit card playing on board their ships 
and place under restraint and even in irons 
during the trip those who, by their disre- 
gard of this edict, render themselves tech- 
nically guilty of mutiny. But no experi- 
enced skipper would care to go to such 
lengths, nor would his employers be likely 
to approve of so arbitrary an exercise of his 
authority, which would excite the anger 
rather than the gratitude of the traveling 
public which it was destined to protect. Thus 
practically nothing can be accomplished to- 
wards ridding the highways of the ocean of 
those modern day pirates—namely: the gangs 
of card sharps—until cheating is trans- 
formed from a misdeameanor into a felony 
or until some international agreement is 
reached for the policing of passenger travel 
on the high seas.

CANADA EXPECTS 
_ BUSINESS BOOM. 


Congress of Chambers of Com- 
merce, It Is Thought, Will’ 
Help the Dominion. 


TO USE AMERICAN GOODS. 


Manufactures to Be Used in Build- 
ing New Railroad Will Be 
Admitted Free. ~~ 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 27.—[Special Corre-' 
spondence. ]—Practical results of g far reach- 
ing character are looked for in Canada fol- 
lowing the congress of the chambers of com- 
merce of the empire and the tour of the 
Gelegates through the dominion. By the 
time the visitors have returned from the 
Canadian Pacific coast and embarked for 
the voyage back to their homes across the 
Atlantic they will have covered fully 7,000 
miles by rail in a train of ten Pullman palace 
cars, wholly on Canadian ‘soil, besides a 
thousand miles or so of steamboat on Cana- 
dian lakes and rivers and along the shores 
of the Canadian Atlantic and Pacific. Their 
run up to the capital from Montrea! after the 
rising of the congress placed them in touch 
with cabinet ministers, heads of depart- 
ments, senators, members of parliament, and 
leading men from all parts of Canada. 

The magnitude of the interests represented 
by these “‘ kings of commerce,”’ as they have 
been styled here, may be infefred by Ameri- 
cans from the fact that fully two-thirds of 
the aggregate trade of Great Britain last 
year ($3,800,000,000 and more) centered in the 
districts sending delegates. Most of . the 
visitors are capitalists actively engaged in 
iron, steel, and metal manufactures and more 
or less associated with the varied industrial, 
commercial, and shipping enterprises which 
have made Great Britain what she is today. 

The mass of opinion among the delegates 
tended evidently and clearly towards the 
necessity of improved fiscal and trading rela- 
tions between the mother country and the 
rest of the empire with a prevalent objection 
to being hurried into sweeping changes and a 
desire to investigate coolly, deliberately, and 
in a business like manner before Chamber- 
lain’s proposals are indorsed. 


American Products for Railroad. 


American manufacturers will furnish a 
large proportion of the supplies for the new 
transcontinental railway, free of duty, in 
addition to dutiable products in iron and 
steel. The articles that are to be allowed in 
free of duty under the contract between the 
government and the promoters of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific are as follows: Tents, camp 
equipment, provisions, flour, pork, etc., tools, 
scrapers, plows, steam plows for unloading, 
picks, shovels, sledges, axes, saws, hammers, 
nails, spikes, crowbars, rails, semaphores, 


lamps, telegraph and electrical supplies, tele- 
phone supplies, wheelbarrows, carts, wagons, 
+ harness, beds, bedding, clothing and rubber 
goods of every description. The equipment 
for the road will aggregate $25,000,000, of 
which a large amount must necessarily come 
from the United States. 

Officials of the labor department of Canada 
estimate that 50,000 laborers, engineers, and 
others will be required in the construction of 
the road. Expert railroaders estimate fully 
$100,000,000 will be expended within Canada 
for wages, material, supplies, and rolling 
stock, and another $100,000,000 in auxiliary 
undertakings which the enterprise will call 
into permanent existence. : 

Society Will Welcome New Vicereine. 

When the duchess of Marlborough comes to 
Government house, if she does come, she 
will have a difficult, delicate role tofill. The 
news that an American lady was likely to 
rule at Ottawa, it is declared, sent a decided 
chill down the back of society in eastern 
Canada at first, but after some consideration 
of the advantages and disadvantages of the 
situation, the gentler sex generally seems to 
have arrived ata philosophic frame of mind 
on the subject, and from western Canada the 
same condition of calm resignation is re- 
ported. 

The attitude of the men, on the whole, may 
be sumed now as one of not indifferent 
expectancy: The idea prevails among them 
that tfe advent of an American vicereine will 
‘enliven fashionable circles in the dominion 
with startling and not unwelcomed novelties 
fromthe south of the line, which Canadians 
hear so much of and so seldom experience. 


Want to Buy Part of Maine. 

Mr. Jabel Robinson's reference to.an as- 
similation of the state of Maine by Canada 
in the house of commons, which seems to 
have been taken quite seriously in vari- 
ous quarters, was a slap at the Downing 
street of old, rather than at Uncle Sam. 
Mr. Robinson is president of the Dominion 
Grange and specially represents the affiliat- 
ed farmers’ interests in parliament. He was 
addressing the house on the government 
transcontinental policy and after declar- 
ing his belief Canada need fear no injus- 
tice from the United States as long as Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was head of the republic, he 
‘went on to refer to the cession of what is 
now the state of Maine to the United States 
under the Ashburton treaty, a,sore subject 
always with Canadians, and continued: 

“If our government were to appeal to the 
American government and tell them that 
there is a piece of land down there lying near 
our orchard which once belonged to us, and 
that .we are willing to pay a fair price for it, 
I think the people living in that part of the 
state of Maine would be glad to come under 
the old flag which has waved a thousand 
years and which represents more civil lib- 
erty than any other flag in the world. I 
think we night buy that part of the state 
of Maine, and then-we would havea straight 
road to St. John."

The final disposition of all ques- 
tions regarding the lake front lands—the 
certainty that they will constitute a beauti- 
ful park, interspersed with handsome struc- 
tures—has determined irrevocably the future 
of the avenue between Park row and Ran- 
dolph street. It will be one of the most at- 
tractive thoroughfares in the world, and 
for that reason, if for no other, the limited 
amount of property abutting on it will be- 
come enormously productive. High class 
shops inevitably will gravitate there and 
make the avenne the favorite resort of city 
people and of visitors. 

One thing has to be done to make Mich- 
igan avenue, south of Randolph, the street 
it should and must be. That is the re- 
moval of the car tracks which deface it be- 
tween Adams and Randolph. They ghould 
be swept away, whether they are used or 
unused. There is no excuse for their pres- 
ence. It is fortunate that the settlement 
of the lake front question preceded the 
time when the traction companies had to 
apply for an extension of their privileges. 
Under the circumstances neither the mu- 
nicipal authorities nor the people will con- 
sent to a continuance of the abandonment 
of Michigan avenue to street car compa- 
nies. The City railway company may 
make a loop underground or on some other 
street, but not on the avenue. 

The removal of the tracks which now 
cumber the earth on Michigan avenue will 
not be enough. The street must be mad 
boulevard from Randolph to the river 
accordance with the plan outlined by 
Trisune. It is surprising that the o 
of the property on the west side of t 
nue, which would be increased in 
much Beyond the amount which would be as- 
sessed as benefits to pay in part for the land 
condemned on the other side of the street to 
widen it, are not themselves actively pro- 
moting the project. The rental value of 
their property, the true test of its worth, 
would be enormously increased. The own- 
ers would get the high rents which first 
class shops pay, instead of the compara- 
tively low rents wholesale houses pay. 

When all the improvements mentioned 
shave been carried out it will be hard to find 


the mile and a third stretch of Mich 
avenue between the river and Park 


ping street, with beautiful stores on one 
hand’and a charming park on the other, for 
nearly the entire distance. The part of the 
avenue north of Adams cannot be allowed to 
be sacrificed by the presence of tracks or by 
a failure to do what Tue Trisvune has sug- 
gested should be done at the northern end 
of the avenue. The tracks should go and 
the boulevard be extended to the river.

He had the advantage those artists 
have who work in the visible, the.concrete, 
and the large. It will not be necessary to 
go to libraries and hunt through dusty vol- 
umes for what Mr. Olmsted did. It will 
not be necessary to go to concert halls and 
depend upon orchestras for a resurrection 
of his efforts. ‘He did not deal with words 
and sounds, He dealt with things. Go to 
Washington or Jackson park. There, visi- 
‘ble, concrete, large, tangible, obvious is 
what Mr. Olmsted did for all of us. One 
ean’t get away fromit. There itis all about 
one. 

The glory of being the creator of such 
things is subjective as well as objective. 
Whatever satisfaction Mr. Olmsted may 
have had in other men’s appreciation of his 
works must have been completely obscured 
by his own joy in leaving behind him such 
monuments to his power and his energy. 

Mr. Olmsted had not only technical dex- 
terity and practical effectiveness but cre- 
ative genius. He was among those men 
who not only know what beauty is but can 
make beauty. They see beauty grow under 
their hands. There are not many such 
men. That Mr. Olmsted was one of them 
means that most of the “ great ones of the 
earth” seem small beside him. 


THE MORALS OF MUSIC. 

Various persons have said a good dea) 
lately about the “ moralizing” effect of 
music and the consequent need of having it 
taught, and taught well, in all public schools, 
Certainly this was the view of the peda- 
gogical value of music which was current 
among the Greeks. Sweet and harmonious 
sounds were supposed by the Greek philos- 
ophers to bring sweetness and harmony 
into one’s character. In modern times this 
view has received many shocks. Music has 
got away from its close association with 
mathematics as-a form of intellectual disci- 
pline. The medieval “quadrivium,” or 
course of scientific studies, included arith- 
metic, geometry, music, and mathematics. 
What echool insists on a similar collocation 
today? To the average person music is a 
matter of emotion. It might almost be put 
down as an emotional stimulant. 


“ Kreutzer Sonata ” denouncing music not 
as a “ moralizing ” but as a “ demoralizing ” 
agency. And, undoubtedly, to mamy per- 
sons whose acquaintance with the me- 


| chanics of music is slight, the thing is a 


“ great magic” of subtle, airy, intoxicating 
power. Falstaff's description of the effects 
of sherris-sack might well pass for a de- 
scription of the effect which many people 
experience from a Tschaikowsky symphony. 
“It ascends me into the brain; dries me 
there all the foolish and dull and crudy 
vapors which environ it; makes it appre 
hensive, quick, forgetive, full of fiery, nim- 


ble, and delectable shapes; which, delivered 


o’er to the voice, the tongue, which is the 
birth, becomes excellent wit.” To a person 
who does. not understand the structure of 
music the wonder of it is mugh like the

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the art of writing. 
tellectually apprehended its effect upon the 
emotions is intensified by its mysterious- 
ness. The rabbit, full of emotion but not 
of intelligence, which Stands rigid with ter- 
ror looking down the mouth of the hypnotic 
cobra, is not more helpless than the person 
of acute sensibilities, but of complete mu- 
sical ignorance, who sits in ecstasy under 
the spell of the swaying bows of the Thomas 
orchestra. 

This is the reason why in “ ‘The Mill on 
the Floss ” George Eliot says that after that 
famous evening of music Maggie Tulliver 
was left “ strong to do but weak to resist.” 
The effect of music upon. her had been sim- 
ply to intensify. She was stimulated. Her 
powers of doing were quickened. But her 
powers of resisting, that is, of reasoning, 
of judging, and of choosing right from 
wrong, had been swept out of her soul. 

What is the remedy? The remedy is in 
just the kind of thing which is being done |. 
now in the public schools. People who have 
really learned how music is made, just like 
people who have really learned how poetry 
is!made, escape from a subjection to art into 
a mastery over it. They know how the 
“ great magic” is accomplished, and their 
enjoyment of it becomes rational instead of 
animal. 'Tolstoi’s and George Eliot’s heroes 
and heroines would have been differently 
influenced by music if they had gone 
through the kind of discipline in it which 
Plato commands in his republic. 


WHY HAVE YACHT RACES! 

Some people are saying that they would 
be better pleased if England and America, 
instead of competing with each other in the 
speed of their yachts, were competing with 
each other in the comfort of their factories, 
in the shortness of their hours of labor, in 
the increase of the wages paid to their 
laborers, and in the general well being of 
their laboring classes, Such people, over- 
come by the vastness of the labor problem 
and by the gloriousness of the attempt to 
give laboring people a larger share in the 
joys of life, resent all deviations from what 
they regard as the main purpose of the age. 
Why should two continents unbend over a 
contest between two racing machines when 
there are contests about hours and wages 
to settle? 

The answer to this question is that al- 
though no one for a minute would try to 
maintain that a yacht race was more im- 
portant than the elevation of the working 
class, still the elevation of the working class 


by the lever of shorter hours and higher. 


wages is only a meansto anend. It is not 
the ultimate purpose of existence. The ul- 
timate purpose of existence, humanly speak- 
ing, is pleasure. Shorter hours and higher 
wages are not in themselves pleasure. They 
are merely the negative conditions of pleas- 
ure. They make pleasure possible. 

Pleasure itself is a. different thing. Itis 
apart from the economic struggle, except so 
far as men take joy in their work. It is 
family, wife, children, books, games, trav- 
eling, the theater, pictures, music, sport. 
Sport is put last, not because it is a climax 
—it certainly is not—but because it bears di- 
rectly on the question of international yacht 
races. 

And here comes the justification of inter- 
national yacht races. We cannot neglect 
pleasure now in order to concentrate all our 
attention on the acquisition of the means 
toward pleasure. Admitting, if you please, 
that the labor question is the greatest ques- 
tion in the world, we cannot cease to write 
poetry, and td construct plays, and to paint 
pictures, and to compose symphonies, and 
to sail yachts till the labor question is set- 
tled. If we did the art of pleasure would 
die out, and when we had secured the means 
toward pleasure we should have lost pleas- | 
uré itself. 

What we have to do now is to strike a 
balance between the struggle for economic 
improvement (hours, wages, etc.) and the 
cultivation of the art of pleasure. The world 
would be a dead, stupid thing if it thoughtof 
nothing but hours and wages. Pictures, 
poems, symphonies, yachts, and plays will 
continue to cost money, and some people 
will continue to say that this money opght 
to have been applied to “ the alleviation of 
human misery,” but the art of pleasure will 
continue to justify itself. We shall have to 
give part of our life to things, which, while 
they do not seem to alleviate human misery, 
are nevertheless the things which make life | 
beautiful and the things which we cannot 
allow to perish off the face of the earth. 


DELAYS AND DANGERS. 

The motor car of a Metropolitan elevated 
train caught fire yesterday morning, proba- 
bly because of the imperfect insulation of 
wires. Nobody was hurt, and no property 
was destroyed, but there was a vexatious in- 
terference with service for about an hour, at 
a time when many users of the road were in 
a hurry to get downtown. Many passen- 
gers on delayed trains had to change to sur- 
face cars and pay anotherfare. Numbers of 
the men and women who were on trains 
which were stalled between stations took to 
the walk which lies between the tracks to 
reach a station and the surface. It wasa 
risky business, especially when trains began 
moving in both directions while some pas- 
sengers were still on the walk, but there 
did not happen to be any accidents. Doubt- 
less something serious would have oc- 
eurred if the train whose motor car caught 
fire had been running under the ground in- 
stead of above it. The smoke would have 
thrown the passengers into ungovernable 
terror. If the accident had happened at 
night instead of in the day time many peo- 
ple on the train would have become ex- 
tremely nervous. 

It certainly ought to be possible for the 
elevated roads to make occurrences like 
that of yesterday impossible. They ought 
to be able to get rid of improperly insulated 
wires. Careful inspection should be suf- 
ficient. Negligence which allows train serv- 
ice to be interrupted for an hour during the 
rush hours, and which practically forces 
passengers to take hazardous aerial walks, 
should not be tolerated by the public. It 
surely cannot be claimed that accidents like 
that of yesterday cannot be guarded against. 


SCIENCE AND CANCER. 

It is true that the cancer death rate has 
increased portentously both in Burope and 
in America. It is true, therefore, that in 
cancer medical science has met an enemy 
which has not only maintained itself secure 
in its lair but has extended its depredations 
in a constantly widening circle. It is also 
true, however, that medical science has by 
no means given up the hunt in despair. 

The state subsidized cancer laboratory at 
Buffalo is devoting itself day by day to the 
study of cancer cases. The cancer commis- 
sion at Harvard is engaged in similar work. 
In England there is a cancer research fund 
which has royal, noble, and learned support. 
In France there is a journa! which is totally 
given up to the records of cancer investiga- 
tions. These and other similar evidences 
of a determination to win an ultimate vic- 
tory over cancer are to be carefully noted in 
any discussion of the problem. 

But what are the results? They are

many. remains, of course, the 
authoritative method of procedure. At- 
tempts have not been lacking, however, to 
introduce into the treatment of cancer those 
two méthods which havé beén most spectac- 
ularly characteristic of recent medical prog- 
ress, serum therapy and phototherapy. 
Serum therapy, or treatment by antitox- 
fines, proceeds upon the hypothesis that it 
has been possible to distinguish a cancer 
bacillus. Once get the bacillus of a disease 
and you may be able by inoculation with an 
anti-toxin to kill that bacillus and save your 
patient. <s to the efficacy of such treat- 
ment in cancer cases the doctors disagree. 
They disagree, too, in their opinion about 
phototherapy, or treatment by light. It is 


undeniable, however, that rodent ulcers are’ 


successfully treated by the Finsen lamp. 
“It is also undeniable that many cancer cures 
have been reported as due to X-rays. And 
within the last few months American Medi- 
-cine has published stories with regard to 
the successful treatment of cancer by ex- 
posure to the influence of that extraordinary 
substance, radium. 

All in all, therefore, when one thinks of 
the number of scientists who are working at 
cancer and of the number of methods into 
which research is continually being made, 


one cannot but hope that the struggle be- 


tween science and cancer will soon take on 
a new aspect. 


NOT “TOO QUICK ON THE TRIGGER.” 

Since the arrival of the pleasant news that 
Consul Magelssen was uot shot, after all, 
but only shot at, some people are disposed 
to say that the president was “too quick 
on the trigger” in sending the European 
fleet to Beirut. The critics are themselves 
a good deal too “ quick on the trigger” ‘in 
their fault findings. | 

Here was the situation that confronted 
President Roosevelt Thursday morning. 
An official dispatch from the United States 
minister to. Turkey stated that the Amer- 
ican vice consul at Beirut had been as- 
sassinated. At the same time there has 
been going on in widely scattered parts of 


the Ottoman empire an active anti-Chris- | 


tian propaganda, carried on in some places 
by irregular troops and in all places except 
Constantinople. itself by the volunteer ef- 
forts of the Mohammedan populace, incited 
by fanatics. These conditions the state de- 
partment was well’ aware of. It was also 
aware that the sanctity of diplomatic emis- 
saries in Turkey had been several times 
violated, that two Russian consuls had been 
killed by Turkish soldiers, and that the 
Italian government had felt it necessary to 
issue a solemn warning to the sublime porte 
that the assassination of an Italian consul! 
would be fraught with consequences most 
disagreeable to the sultan. From all the 
facts at its disposal the American state de- 
partment knew that the life of foreign con- 
suls in Turkey was most precarious, When 
an official dispatch came from Minister 
Leishman announcing the murder of an 
American consul the news was not surpris- 
ing. 

The president didn’t, by precipitate, ill- 
timed, or hasty action, put this country in 
an undignified or embarrassing position. He 
has now nothing to take back. He ordered 
the European squadron of the United States 
navy to proceed from one port in the Medi- 
terranean to another. And in that he did 
just right. The order will furnish the sul- 
tan with a text over which to cogitate. And 
the result of these cugitations cannot but 
be an increased security for all Americans 
in his domains, So the sending of the fleet 
was well worth while. Owing to the fortu- 
nate chance that the bullet directed at 
Magelssen missed, the sultan has been able 
to receive a valuable and much needed les-

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY|. 


Hallowed be thy name.—Matt., vi., 9. 

HE Lord’s prayer is a volume of doc- 
trine and ethics, basic and far reach- 
ing. This first petition is the corner- 
stone of the whole structure and sets 

: forth the same radical concept that 8t. 
Paul does in his treatise on charity. It cre- 
ates the viewpoint of the religion of Jesus 
Christ. To make something holy is to de- 
velop the highest attitude of our nature, the 
result of the union of the mind and the heart. 

There is a holiness that belongs to. certain 
things aside from what we ordinarily call 
religion. The thing that Has become holy to 
you may have little or no other value. An 
old book that your mother often read, that 
would not bring 5 cents in the market, is 
treasured as a holy thing by you, and per- 
haps by you alone; the old homestead is & 
holy place; a little half worn shoe is a holy 
thing to a saddened mother’s heart. All be- 
cause these things have been linked with the 
affections. 

The giant locomotive has become a holy 
thing to the man that sits in the cab, the 
realization of the dream of years, the shrine 
of worshiping labor; there is no need to 


bid him to give it his best energies; they be- | 


long to it. A drop of stagnant water is a 
holy: thing to the man of science who has 
devoted his mind to a study of its bevela- 
tions, and ‘through his microscope he enters 
it with such reverence as a worshiper does a 
temple. No need to bid him to prayer, for 
such it is; he kneels day after day waiting 
for the revelation of God. 

The devoted son, the loving mother, the 
mechanic who gives honor to his work, and 
the student whose every thought is a prayer 
are examples of the best things in this life 
of ours and the nearest to our loving Father, 
creating and working in his infinite wisdom, 
but as with all the noblest things in life they 
are the most dangerous. The son, the 
mother, the engineer, the student may be- 
come idolaters, and that which was holy de- 
generate into a selfish superstition, that 
which ought to be a motive to a broad and 
wealthy life become a positive hindrance to 
true growth. 

Here, then, the far reaching opening words 
of our Lord’s great prayer, May our Father's 
name be made holy? And what is our 
Father's name? Surely not only what we 
sound when we pronounce the words; surely 
not the name, as you or I have a name 
by which we are known among men, which 
pronounced gives no revelation of what we 
are.. 

Our Lord is doing more than bid us abstain 
from profanity and pronounce his Father’s 
name with reverence in our speech. And 
what is the name of God? That by which 
he has revealed himself, that by which he is 
known. Not a name like Brown or Smith, 


which tells naught of what he who bears it is, 


but a name spoken in our earsin all our daily 
toil and hours at home, as varied as our lives, 
but ever revealing him; now his love, now his 
wisdom, now his mercy, now his justice. 

It means for us to give to him our devotion 
that the seeming Httle things in life become 
as the treasured book of a mother’s life or 
things rejected by men, as the little, worn 
out shoe, ever declaring the gracious blessing 
of a life not now seen. 

It means that our dally work is with holy 
things treated with loving care such as the 
engineer gives to his great instrument of 
modern life. It means that the most despised 
and scorned of things on earth may become 
a wealth of revelation, of divine wisdom, as 
does that dirty drop of water to the student's 
eager eye. 

It meang that all around so speaks of our 
Father’s love and wisdom that the earth be- 


“ecmes a temple and our duties and our cares 


that by which we offer praise and worship to 
him who built it. 

“Hallowed be thy name;” so teach me, 
Lord, to find in everything that greets my 
ear a name for thee, in everything that 
greets my eye thy autograph, that I may 
live in a holy place and offer continually the 
‘uacense of my devotion. 

Here, then, the viewpoint of our religion as 
taught by him who gave it: Reverence to- 
ward all his created work, and, above all, for 
every human life, all cleansed, nothing un- 
clean, no life so low, so forsaken, that it shall 
not recall that holiest moment of his work 
when he, too, cried: “‘ My God, my God, why 
oo thou forsaken me?’’ The utter dark-

St. Paul calls this same great virture char- 
ity, but whether charity or reverence it is that 
apirit that never scorns, never despiseth, is 
never puffed up, seeketh not her own, think- 
eth no evil, hopeth all things, and without 
which we may give all our goods to the poor 
and our bodies to be burned and yet are but 
as sounding brass or a tinkling cymbal. , 

We can learn the holiness of God only by

Emerson uses the words hero, heroic, and heroism im a broader and 
more philosophical sense than Carlyle. Happily, he was free from the 
prejudice, the intensity, and narrowness of the great Englishman. He 
was the priest o. the universal, and in: his calm, unimpassioned thought 
he forg ¢ temporal and trival, and dwelt chiefly on the permanent. Be- 
neath hi# yigorous and incisive words may be seen the everlasting calm 
of a majestic soul in whose unfathomed depths gentieness, peace, and a 
sublime trust forever dwelt. He says: “ Heroism speaks the truth; it is 
just, generous, hospitable, temperate, scornful of petty calculations; it feels 
and never reasons, and therefore is always right.” 

In his paper on Mary Moody Emerson, in which he uses the word 
heroine in its broadest and best sense, he says: “I find that [ can only 
bring you this portrait by selections from the diary of my heroine. I re- 
port some of the thoughts of the country girl, poor, solitary, growing from 
youth to age amid slender opportunities and humbe company.” 

It is easy to see that Bmerson recognized beroism as depending in no 
manner upon the conditions, limitations, or accidents of human existence, 
but rather as a grand overtone, whose infinite vibrations reinforce and turn 
into sweetest music the sound of every prayer, uttered or unuttered, the 
generous emotions and aspirations of every soul .eeking a better life. 

It is this higher conception of the real essence of heroism which 
Chauncey Depew had in mind when he said: “ The world in all ages has 
worshiped its heroes, but the standard of heroism has always been im- 
proving.

Women Quicker, Men More Thorough. 


Men and women and boys and girls in about equal pro- 
portions are pickers and gatherers of the harvest, just as 
men and women in equal proportions are weeders in the 
growing crops. As a rule the women as harvesters are 
quicker than are the men, but they are more likely to slight 
their work; they are more often stopped by the dumper and 
questioned why all the cucumbers in a basket are large 
instead of running from little finger lengths to the “ penny ” 
sizes. The appearance of a picker at the dump with a basket 
filled with large cucumbers is a certain indication that the 
picking has not been thorough, and that he has been working 
on the principle that he can fill more baskets in a day with 
bigy specimens than with smal! ones. ‘ 

From the fields the cucumbers are taken at once to the 
pickling hotises in bags and put into brine after they have 
been assorted. ‘Fhe onions, with their green tops twisted 
off in the hand, are put by the dumper into shallow trays 

olding about two bushels each, and when two trays with an 
air space of twelve inches between have been laid side by 
side on the ground, the foundations are down for an onion 
house that will be built of trays to a height of six or seven 
feet and then roofed over with a hinged covering that is 
waterproof. These little houses all over an onion fleld sug- 
gest a mining camp with its cabins and shacks. Onions are 
left in them, however, till frost and even later, being moved 
then in the same trays to the cold storage houses, where all 
winter the temperature is kept as nearly as possible at thirty- 
five degrees

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SMALL SHOWERS 
CAUSED BY STEAM. 


When Skies Are Brightest There 
Are Miniature Rain 
Storms. 


UNDREDS of small showers all over 
the great manufacturing and office 
building districts of Chicago have 
marked the present summer season, 
day after day, in some of the bright- 

est skies of the last four months, and on those 
days especially where Prof. Walz of the 
weather bureau has predicted only “ fair” 
conditions, the volume of these miniature 
rains has been increased by clouds and 
moisture in the air until to be thoroughly 
wetted one would have needed only to stand 
on a corner long enough without rain coat or 
umbrella. 

Five hundred or more rains in Chicago on 
one summer @ay is beyond the ideas of ever 
the Two Million club. But on many days 
when the weather bureau has made good on 
its prediction of “ fair and cool”"’ Prof. Walz 
and the office staff in the Auditorium tower 
have entered the building through a little 
shower that has been precipitated into Con- 
gress street from the clearest of skies. The 
clouds responsible for these showers are 
from the exhaust head from the engines in 
the Annex across the etreet, and on these 
abnormally cool days when the wind has 
been 80 much in the southeast, this upper air 
current has caught the steam, condensed it 
into minute drops, and driven them to the 
pavements across the way. 


Steam and Precipitation Increase. 


To observers in Chicago streets the steam 
rains of the early spring have been noticeabie 
always. In this summer of abnormal cool- 
ness, however, these rains have been giving a 
eontinuous exhibition of natural phenom- 
enon. For various reasons associated with 
abnormal coolness there has been more 
steam exhausted into thé air, and with a 
great per cent of it precipitated in unusually 
large drops there are downtown corners espe- 
cially where it has not only been uncomforta- 
ble but, in the light of an observation by an 
old engineer, to stand there has been to 
suffer gradual ruin of clothing, especially if 


the wearer be a woman in summer gar-| 


ments. This because of the thousands of 
gallons of cylinder oils that are released 
from the exhaust pipes along with the steam. 
But aside from the phenomena of the sun- 
shiny showers all over the city, a statistician 
might find a difficult proposition in deter- 
mining just how much these enormous 
clouds of steam are costing the manufac- 
turing houses and the steam plants—not that 
the precipitation is more costly in particu- 
lar, but because of the latent heat that is 
taken up with it and which in the engine 
room is represented by the bills for coal. 


Much Coal Wasted in Steam. 


“Steam leaves the average exhaust head 
in Chicago at a temperature of 250 degrees,” 
explained the engineer. “At that tempera- 
ture it is not workable steam, but when you 
recall that the boiling point of water is only 
212 degrees you may have an idea of how 
much coal may be said to be wasted in that 
way. Looking at this exhaust steam in this 
city of manufactures and great office build- 
ings, it may be said safely that millions of 
horse power goes to waste in Chicago every 
day. 

“It 16 doubtful if it ever is saved to the 
manufacturer -in general. Under the cir- 
cumstances that allow of the use of con- 
densing engines much of this already is 
saved, but this can be done profitably only 
where a steam plant is on the bank of the 
river or the lake and can take up the great 
quantities of water for the condensers with- 
out having to pay water tax through a meter. 
All other types of engines must throw their 
exhaust steam into the air. To the unin- 
itiated the exhaust head is the something 
placed on top of the pipe which leads up 
parallel to the smokestack of a plant and 
which resembles more than anything else 
a funnel with its stem in the pipe.”’ 

Prof. Walz of the weather bureau was 
questioned with reference to the abnormal 
precipitation of this steam through the sum- 
mer. He had made no study of the condi- 
tions under which the steam would be pre- 
cipitated in greatest measure, but regarded 
it as probable that more would be condensed 
on a cool, moist day, with the sun obscured, 
than would be rained on an even cooler day 
with the sun shining. 

“To make an accurate estimate of this 
it would be necessary to take the conditions 
of the atmosphere at the times of most and 
least precipitation,” he said. “We know 
here, for instance, that when a southeast 
wind is blowing there is considerable moist- 
ure in the air, and it is the southeast wind 
that brings to our notice the steam that 
condenses from the Annex engines across 
the street. But with the wind in another 
direction and another temperature ruling, 
more or less precipitation might result with- 
out our having seen it at all.”’ 


Moisture Has Been Unusual. 


One of the persistent steam showers of 
the downtown district has been of notice 
at the mouth of the alley at the northeast 
corner of the Tribune building in Madison 
street. All through the summer crowds 
passing the corner.or passing up the alley 
from the theater exits that open into it, have 
had occasion to observe the phenomenon. 
As indicating what bearing the weather has 
had in its abnormalities upon these steam 
rains something of the conditions that have 
obtained since May 1 will be of genera! in- 
terest. According to Prof. Walz,.the sea- 
son has not been almormal in marked de- 
gree unless compared with some other sea- 
sons when the heat was abnormal; the aver- 
age of temperatures are close to what they 
should be for a Chicago summer, but the 
moisture has been unusual. 

In May the moisture was unusually high, 
and it had temperatures from first to last 
that left it with a plus of 3.5. degrees each 
day above the normal. The first eight days 
were unusually cold, but afterward they 
were warm, and the final days were away 
above the average. The moisture was 75 
degrees.

Lubricant Oils in Shower. 


Altogether it may be said that Chicago, 
town, has had more steam showers this 
Summer than for many past seasons. With 
these showers, too, if has taken its increased 
share of cylinder oils that have been thrown 
out with the steam. This oi] shower comes 
from the condition of the steam oylinder, 
where the piston rod cylinder lining, valves, 
and plunger are all covered with lubricants. 
This oil is lighter than the minute globules of 
water which go to make up steam, and it 
may be supposed that each of these steam 
atoms in suspension is covered with oil. 
“ It makes the greasy, sticky mud of down- 
town streets,” said an engineer, “and it 
makes the work of the dyers and cleaners of 
the city a business in itself. A white curtain 
hung up in a downtown window will catch 
this grease until you can feel it to the touch 
‘after a few weeks. The summer dress of 
women suffers in such a season ag this, es- 
pecially, and nothing indicates this half so 
guickly as a white glove worn downtown on 
one of these days when precipitation of steam 
is greatest.”

the fair type. 
The fair resist better than the 


dark, because their vitality is greater. More 


dark persons succumb to disease than fair. | 


The dark have stronger constitutions than 
the fair, yet they cannot fight iliness. They 
are not born fighters like the fair. But while 
they are not able to cope and beat back the 
specific diseases that flesh is heir to, they 
rarely complain of suffering from mamy of 
those little tantalizing fllmesses that visit the 
fair. 


The statistician has made 100 as the basis 


of his calculations. He has made that his 
unit. It has been fairly computed that there 
are as many fair persons born as dark, and 
the table serves the purpose of showing which 
of the two types have succeeded in life.

10 BE RELIABLE. 


Simple Though Efficacious Meth- 
ods Wsed in the Modern 


Circus.

Horse sharps have classified under nearly 
a hundred names the ‘particular follies or 
vices demonstrated by horses, the inciting 
causes of which may be either excessive nerv- 
ousnees or inherent cussedmess, and cases 
aré infrequent in which an animal has more 
than two or threeof them. Generally a horse 
hag only one fault. Correct him of that and 
he becomes a goodhorse. Ifit cannot becor- 
rcated he should be either got rid of or killed. 
Circus men are difficult to persuade that any 
horse is too bad for reformation, so success- 
ful have they been in handling bad ones. 


Choosing the Horses.

Whip Is Never Used. 

If he is something different when he first 
joins the circus, as soon as he declares him- 
self the trainers take him in hand.

THE ADVANCE 
OF WOMAN 


Women tn Business. 
NEW, unique, and entertaining class 
at Chautauqua this summer has been 
one of business methods, attended en- 
tirely by women and taught by a 
woman—Mrs. Loulse A. Starkweath- 
er—head of the education department of one 
of the largest life Insurance companies. 
These lessone are offered in connection with 
the training of women agents, who are now 
becoming a prominent factor in all the large 
companies. Instructions are given not only 
in fire and life insurance but in the drawing 
of legal papers, the uses of checks and 
drafts, letters of credit, buying of stocks and 
bonds, making of wills, endowments, quit 
claim and warranty deeds, suggestions as to 
banking, making investments, buying and 
selling, and various monetary transactions. 
It is not a business college course, but simply 
one adapted to the requirements of the aver- 
age woman in matters of which she is usual- 
ly ignorant. The women have been intense- 
ly eager and interested, asking scores of 
questiens and relating bits of experience 
which showed how sadly they were lacking 
in business knowledge. Something of this 
kind might well be taken up by women’s 
clubs of the country, who have pretty well 
exhausted the stereotyped topics, and for 
whom even the parliamentary drill has begun 
to lose its zest. 


Suffrage in Canada. 

The Dominion of Canada elections com- 
mittee will recommend ‘to the next parlia- 
ment a law providing for compulsory vot- 
ing. It will require that any qualified elec- 
tor who fails to cast his ballot shall be 
deprived of the right to do so at the next 
general election. This bill doubtless will 
share the fate of all similar ones which have 
been presented in the United States. Here 
it never has been possible to secure any 
penalty for failure to use the suffrage, al- 
though it is constantly on the increase. Both 
of these countries maintain the utterly un- 
democratic and inconsistent attitude of hav- 
ing enfranchised all their men and then 
vainly entreating them to vote, while at the 
same time they refuse this privilege abso- 
lutely to their women citizens, who are im- 
ploring that they may have it. 

Canada is in advance of the United States 
in having conferred on the women of all her 
provinces the school and most of them the 
municipal franchise. Ontario was the first 
to grant the school suffrage in 1884, but its 
women have not yet the municipal. New 
Brunswick gave the latter in 1886, Nova 
Scotia in 1887, Prince Edward's Islend and 
British Columbia in 1888, Manitoba in 1891, 
Quebec, in 1892, and the Northwest Territo- 
ries in 1804. In some of these it can be used 
only by widows end spinsters, in others by 
married women also. Some of the provinces 
require the women to be property owners, 
others that they need be only rate payers. 
Im some of them they are permitted to serve 
on the school board, in others required to do 
} 80, and in others forbidden. In some they may 
vote ee in others on all 


school questions. Canada is a close second 
to the United States in her hodge podge jaws 
on woman suffrage, through her effort to 


make some concessions for the sake of de- 


cency and her determination not to do full 
justice. 
The first attempt to secure the parliamen- 


tary franchise for women was made in 1883- . 


’84, and after a debate of thirty-one consecu- 
tive hours it was rejected by fifty-one yeas, 
seventy-eight nays. There was little organ- 
ization among the women, and it was ten 
years before another bill was introduced. 
This was rejected by a still larger majority. 
Up to about 1900 the dominion parliament 
could regulate the suffrage for its own mem- 
bers in all the provinces, but recently the 
electoral act-has been changed so that the 
list must correspond with the list each 
province prepares for its local elections. 
Therefore, although the Canadian women 
are now strongly organized in a national 
council, they must fight out the question of 
their suffrage province by province, just as 
those of the United States must do state by 
state. They have an immense advantage, 
however, in the fact that the question can 
be settled by the legislature of each province.

until recently was wholly disbelieved. In 
the fnstance last week of the most clever 
forgeries ever perpetrated in New York, the 
reports said the police were convinced that 
neither of the men arrested was smart 
enough to have done the work, and it must 
have been the woman, which proved to be 
the case. Examples of this kind are growing 
deplorably frequent, but. they do prove that 
for good or for ill the power of woman is not 
yet fully recognized. She has been placed

ness, which man, while respecting, believed 
in his heart to be the result of a character 
less strong. many sided, and developed than 
his own. Under modern conditions, which 
have almost entirely removed the conven- 
tionalities and restraints of the past, she is 
showing herself to possess many of the same 
characteristics as man.

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Art and Steam Engines. 
HE new New York Amsterdam theater 
invokes by its ancient name the muse 

of history. And if it does not neglect 

any of the other sisters, unless it be 

the astronomical Uranita, it honors “ Her 


of the Egis and Spear,’’ the goddess of wis- . 


dom, by providing ventilation enough to suit 
John Muir of mountain and glacial fame. It 
is modern enough besides to have a color 
scheme and statues and bas-reliefs and 100 
panels. Of these one is approaching com- 
pletion in the studio of Miss Blanche Oster- 
tag of this city. It belongs to a series hay- 
ing “transportation” as their motif and 
represents Fulton’s bobtailed little steam- 
boat, the Clermont, making its trial trip on 
the Hudson river in 1808. : 

In a studio the picture has a large look, 
which- will probably dwindie on the grand 
stairway of the theater. It will keep its 
brilliancy anywhere. It is aglow with color 
@nd was painted almost without retouch- 


ing. It represents that little experiment — 


which was of absorbing interest to one man 
at that time and to all men ever since. But 
it seems an unimportant incident among 
the flock- of little white winged sailboats 
flecking the biue river, while overhead splen- 
did cloud argosies, also white, sail in glori- 
‘ous freedom across tho radiant sky. A holi- 
day human crowd wanders at will over the 
smooth green foreground of the picture 
which slopes to the river. The ignorant of 
that time, particularly the fishermen, were 
superstitious, and sensitive about its scar- 
ing the fish. They felt sure, whether it 
went or not, that the devil wasinit. This 
well dressed crowd seem to be giving about 
the Same attention that the Parisians gave 
to Santos-Dumont as he left the Arc de Tri- 
omphe in his motor; a century newer. The 
costumes are carefully studied and some of 
those who visit the new Amsterdam thea- 
ter may gaze up to see how their great- 
grandparents looked taking their pleasure 
on the banks of the tolerant old river that 
has borne impartially the Indian dugout, 
the sloop of the earlier settler, and the Cor- 
sairs and Vikings of the present day. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt might detect among them bis 
greatuncie, Nicholas, who invented the side 
paddle wheel used on the Clermont, and 
which helped make steam navigation a suc- 
cess. 
_ It was art that led to the evolution of Ful- 

ton’s steam boat. He went as a miniature 
painter to Europe and there became inter- 
ested in Watt's steam engine. He would 
perhaps feel an added interest in his inven- 
tion could he see the work of this young 
western artist depicting his first experi- 
ment. Kipling’s old Scotch engineer in 
“ McAndrew's Hymn,” prays: 

*“ Lord, send a man like Bobbie Burns 
To sing:the song of steam!’’ 

The evolution of “ the perfect ship,” which 
McAndrews foresaw, is proceeding apace. 
The fact that poets and artists begin to see 
poetry and art ip its evolution promises well 
for an answer to the old engineer’s prayer. 


This Year’s Prix de Rome. 
. HE subjects for the Prix de Rome this 

year, both in painting and sculpture, 

| were biblical. In painting ‘‘ The Prod- 

igal Son,’’ in sculpture “ Samson and 
Delflah.”’ The son of Monchablon, the famous 
French painter, has won the prize for paint- 
ing. The father is bending over and em- 
bracing the son, whose whole attitude rep- 
resents a forlorn, dispirited man, broken 
down with shame. He almost crouches, but 
is upheld by the firm grasp of the eager and 
affectionate father. The mother is seen 
bastening in the distance, while the family 
dog is leaping and barking a welcome. Le 
Monde lIllustré describes it as ‘‘ full of fire 
and color. The embrace of father and son 
in a curious oriental fashion has a sort of 
Delacroix passion.’ The sculpture wing 
was a bas-relief awarded to Eugene dion, 
son of a carver at Dijon. 

As most artists know, the prize consists 
of a four years’ support in Rome to the 
amount of .$700 a year, including $200 for 
board, with $120 for traveling expenses in 
addition. The competition takes place at 
the Academy of the Beaux Arts. The first 
competition is for the pyize competition it- 
self. On the first Thursday in March they 
assemble and furnish and finish in twelve 
hours a sketch on canvas 52x12 inches. 
From these not to exceed ten are selected 
for the competition for the prize. The day 
for this is fixed by the jury. For ten weeks 
these are under the supervision of an in- 
spector. They may eat and sleep outside thé 
building, but no visitors are allowed nor 
are they permitted to bring into their rooms 
any paintings, designs, photo - 
gravings, or studies of the nude, or draper- 
ies, Or any dummy. From Rome they are 


required to send a picture each year. Many | 


of the winners have become distinguished 
subsequently and many have not. Its real 
value in developing great artists has given 
rise to as much controversy as the question 
whether a college education has aided lit- 
erature. 


“New Paris” Revolution. 


HILE Chicago and American cities 
W are striving to sacrifice in some meas- 


ure utility to art, a society of artists 
and writers in Paris thinks that art 
or at least sentimental art in that city 
should be sacrificed to utility. It calls itself 
“ New Paris.”’” Its prospectus declares that 
the present has some rights as well as the 
past. They are not vandals or iconociasts, 
they say, bent on destroying the antique 
dDeautiful, but they have no use for dark 
corners, infected alleys, nasty staircases, 
pustulous old mansions, tuberculous plas- 
, ter, tottering gables, and disreputable 
buildings, even though they be maintained 
as examples and illustrations of ancient 
architecture, but whose chief merit consists 
in theirage. Better large, well paved spaces, 
open to health giving light and air. A city, 
they affirm, is something more than a place 
for the indulgence of refined dilletantism 
that raves over the beauty @1d romance of 
plague breeding precincts. The safeguard- 
ing of the life of a human being, no matter 
how humble, is better than preserving a 
structure, even if it be 300 years old. They 
appeal from the fanaticism for the antique 
to the spirit of the age. They want to leave 
future traces of modern discoveries and 
modern science, of present dgy intelligence 
and personality, as these ancestors did of 
their times. Over there the idea thata city 
is something more than a collection of an- 
elent architecture is an admirable offset to 
the new world notion that a city is only a 
collection of warehouses, railroad stations, 
and factories. A proper fusion of the two 
ideas will make the model city.

N spite of the new men and the new

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HERD’S a theatrical company that 
played “Too Proud to Beg” at the 
Academy theater in Haésted street last 
week. But that is not the reason it 
went on the stage. Its mission is to 

show how virtue backed by a bushel of six 
shooters can triumph over a black mustache 
and villainy. 

It was a close race that virtue and villainy 
ran during the presentation of ‘“‘ Too Proud 
to Beg.”’

Doesn’t Try to Make Figures. 


© It has been said of me at various times in my career (as 
for that matter most of my confréres) that I have been try- 
ime to make one kind of figure or another fashionable, that 
Thave wished to bring tall or short women into fashion, and 
So forth.

Ideal Feminine Proportions. 

Look at the diagram accompanying this article, which 
illustrates what I consider woman’s perfect figure. The figure 
is, as you will see, a long one. The head is small upon a well 
Shaped, not too slender, neck. The shoulders fairly broad. 
The bust is thirty-six inches round, fairly well developed 
that is, but not too full; the waist twenty-one inches in cir- 
cumference, and the hips thirty-seven inches round, we 
covered, but mot what we in French call too sails or 
Saillante hips divide the body most ungracefully, and are® 
of the great difficulties with which the artist in dresrmaking 
has frequently to cope.

T was truly a happy day for women when the 
discovery was made that her face could be 
improved by electricity. This magical power 
is recognized along other fields of physical en- 
deavor, and it is a well known fact that nearly 
all bodily ills can be and are constantly being 
treated by electricity. 

As for the removal of superfluous hair the 
results with the needle were unquestioned, for, with only a 
tiny prick of the needle the hair root was killed, never to 
revive nor show a hair through the skin again.

Defects That Can Be Remedied. 

“Healthy and well formed 6yes should be neither too 
widely opened hor too ¢losed. -The color of the eyes cannot 
be changed except by age; which does change it, making it 
lighter and fesbler; but it is possible to modify the opening 
by much repeated pulling, in which case the height lost is 
gained in thé width. The conformation of the eye opening 
slantingly and half closed by the upper eyelid is peculiar to 
the women of China, and is arrived at by constantly repeated 
twitchings of the upper “are and of the external angle of 
the eye. 

“ Protuberance and of eyes are both imper-

fections that mar the beauty of the countenance. When the 


protuberance is not due to a fault of conformity it is caused 


by a superfluity of the fatty tissue which lines the bottom of 
the orbit and pushes the eyeball forward, and the remedy for 
this is the same as would be to dimimish fat on any part 
of the body. The want of fatty tissue causes the eye to 
sink below its normal level, and this fault can be corrected 
by a substantial regimen of a nature to cause increase of 
adipose matter. 

“The eyebrows are indispensable both to the ornament 
and to the expression of the countenance, and may be com- 
pared to the shadows which, in a picture, throw forward 
the lights and forms. Their wrong direction, their too great 
or too small size, their absence, give an entire change to the 
physiognomy.
